I t took some time, but a tenacious caller 
from the Colorado-based Gill Founda¬ 
tion who phoned the San Francisco of¬ 
fices of the National Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention (NTFAP) several weeks ago 
eventually managed to speak with a former 
employee of the agency. After explaining she 
was trying to arrange travel for openly gay 
software developer and philanthropist Tim 
Gill, who was to be honored by the task force 
at a reception, she learned some surprising 
facts: Gill wouldn’t be honored, there would 
be no celebratory event this year, and in fact 
the agency wasn’t even open any longer. 

Former NTFAP staffers say that story il¬ 
lustrates the way the agency was allowed to 
expire without a bang, and with barely a 
whimper. There was no definite day the 
agency closed for good; requests are still 
coming in for technical assistance from 


agencies across the country; the mail, while it 
remains unopened, is being forwarded to he 
home of a former staff person; messages can 
still be left at NTFAP’s old phone number; 
and the voice mail for Mario Solis-Marich, 
former chief executive officer of the task 
force, refers callers to an East Bay number for 
the West Oakland Community School. 

At its height, NTFAP operated a $3.2 mil¬ 
lion annual budget and had 46 staff members, 
many of whom represented the gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and transgender communities of 
color served by the agency: Native American, 
African-American, and Latino/a. But mount¬ 
ing fiscal problems, combined with poor 
monitoring reports by local and federal agen¬ 
cies, led to an out-of-control deficit that re¬ 
sulted in the agency’s downfall this year.

T he San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission (HRC) abruptly 
fired an employee Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 25, just hours after the 
Bay Area Reporter made inquiries 
about a draft report she wrote that 
sustained allegations of sexual harass¬ 
ment against a major San Francisco 
International Airport contractor. 

The report by Leutishia Stills, a 
contract compliance officer with the 
HRC for 10 months, sustained 
charges brought by an African-Amer¬ 
ican lesbian against the male employ¬ 
ees of Condon-Johnson Associates, a 
construction company at the airport. 
Condon-Johnson has received $86 
million in contracts from the City and 
County of San Francisco in current 
and completed projects. 

As with all HRC reports, it is con¬ 
sidered a draft until it is reviewed and 
approved by the director. Stills sub¬ 
mitted her report in June to HRC Di¬ 
rector Marivic Bamba for review and 
approval - a process that generally in¬ 
volves a meeting with the investigat¬ 
ing officer, according to Stills. 

Stills did not receive any commu¬ 
nication from Bamba about the re¬

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Tenants could replace 
roommate under Leno 
housing proposal

S an Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno introduced leg¬ 
islation last Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 22 that would help ad¬ 
dress the eviction crisis and hous¬ 
ing shortage in San Francisco. The 
measure now goes to the board’s 
Housing and Neighborhood Ser¬ 
vices Committee, where there will 
be a hearing in early November. 

Under his proposal, tenants 
would have the right to replace a 
roommate who moves out. Rental 
agreements generally allow for a 
tenant to substitute in a new 
roommate with the landlord’s 
prior consent. However, many 
new rental agreements often in¬ 
clude an absolute prohibition on 
substituting in a new roommate. 
Leno pointed out that many ten¬ 
ants cannot afford to pay the rent 
when a roommate moves out; 
without a legislative fix, landlords 
can deny a tenant the right to have 
a new roommate move in. 

“In this situation,” said Leno, 
“the tenant is left with two equal¬ 
ly unpalatable options: move out 
or get a roommate and face evic¬ 
tion for having broken the prohi¬ 
bition on subleases. 

“We need to promote, or at 
least accommodate, shared living 
situations as a partial solution to 
San Francisco’s housing crisis,” 
Leno continued. “My legislation 
will protect tenants who need to 
replace a roommate who has 
moved out and prevent the situa¬ 
tion where a lease absolutely for¬ 
bids a tenant from getting a new, 
replacement roommate, no mat¬ 
ter how responsible that new 
roommate is.” 

Robert Haaland, of the San 
Francisco Tenant’s Union, stated 
there has been a “dramatic in¬ 
crease” in tenants seeking assis¬ 
tance after a landlord has refused 
to consent to a new roommate. 
Haaland said he believes that 
landlords may be trying to make 
the new type of rental agree¬ 
ments, which absolutely prohibit 
substituting in a roommate for 
any reason, the industry standard. 
Additionally, Haaland said that at 
least once a day, a tenant comes to 
the tenant’s union seeking assis¬ 


tance because they are unreason¬ 
ably prohibited from substituting 
in a roommate. 

Leno explained that programs 
such as the HomeShare program 
of San Francisco Services for Se¬ 
niors would have their efforts to 
arrange for communal housing 
for seniors who are alone, on fixed 
incomes, or in need of live-in as¬ 
sistance severely thwarted by 
landlords who use absolute prohi¬ 
bitions on subleases. 

Polly Marshall, a city rent 
board commissioner, recounted a 
situation where one of two room¬ 
mates got married and left her 
apartment to move in with her 
husband. The remaining tenant 
was forbidden from acquiring a 
new roommate. According to 
Leno, unscrupulous landlords can 
use this type of situation as a way 
of removing the apartment from 
rent control and placing it on the 
open market where many seniors, 
students, low wage earning fami¬ 
lies, and disabled people cannot 
afford them. 

The problem of an absolute 
prohibition on subleasing - which 
bans a tenant from getting a new 
roommate - is particularly acute 
when considering the plight of a 
senior couple or a couple with a 
member who is catastrophically 
ill. If they sign a rental agreement 
with a prohibition on subleases 
and one of them dies, the surviv¬ 
ing tenant is left to pay rent on 
their own or face eviction for 
moving in a new roommate. In 
addition, the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) has weighed in with con¬ 
cerns that domestic partners, 
family members, and even spous¬ 
es would be prevented from be¬ 
coming a substitute roommate, 
placing an obvious burden on 
families.

gritty songs that address such con¬ 
troversial themes as necrophilia, 
pornography, drugs, pedophilia, 
prison, AIDS, and prostitution.

Leno proposes a change that 
will give a tenant the right to pro¬ 
ceed to the rent board to request a 
decrease in “housing services” as 
defined by the rent ordinance. 
That means that the tenant has 
lost a right they obtained in the 
original lease - the right to have a 
specific number of occupants in 
the unit - and can request an ap¬ 
propriately lowered rent from the 
rent board to compensate for the 
loss of that right. 

Landlords will retain certain 
rights. Rental agreements that 
state a tenant may not substitute 
in a new roommate without the 
landlord’s “prior written consent” 
remain valid. In that situation the 
landlord can reasonably withhold 
consent to have a new roommate 
substituted into the housing unit. 
For instance, a landlord can with¬ 
hold consent if the proposed new 
roommate has bad credit or a bad 
rental history. The proposed new 
roommate must still go through a 
reasonable application process. 
Moreover, landlords may still use 
the absolute prohibition on sub¬ 
leasing in their rental agreements 
with tenants. Leno’s proposal sim¬ 
ply states that a breach of that 
prohibition by a tenant who adds 
a responsible roommate does not 
constitute a reason for eviction. 

Under no circumstances will 
Leno’s legislation allow for a com¬ 
plete “turnover” of the tenants 
who initially moved into the 
housing unit and established a 
base rent price for the unit. In 
other words, at least one of the 
initial roommates must remain as 
a tenant in order for a substitute 
roommate to be added. Conse¬ 
quently, tenants hoping to create 
a chain of roommates in perpetu¬ 
ity without retaining an original 
tenant in the household will not 
be allowed. T

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Rear-entry crimes 
up in the Castro 

Neighbors on lookout for backyard bandit

| recent rash of burglaries 
111. and robberies in the Castro 
% and Market area has mer¬ 
chants worried, and police warn¬ 
ing those in the neighborhood to 
be vigilant. 

An unidentified man with a 
gun robbed Books, Inc. at 2275 
Market Street of $500 Sunday 
night, September 27, according to 
store manager Michelle McDon¬ 
ald. No one was hurt in the rob¬ 
bery, which occurred just 20 min¬ 
utes before closing. 

The store was burglarized ear¬ 
lier this month, and has been 
robbed four additional times 
since it opened three years ago. 

McDonald feels that crime in the 
neighborhood is on the increase. 

“This year in general it has re¬ 
ally stepped up,” she told the Bay 
Area Reporter , adding that it 
“seems really out of control.” 

Jane Warner, a San Francisco 
Patrol Special Police (SFPSP) of¬ 
ficer hired by a coalition of Castro 
merchants at their own expense to 
provide additional patrol services 
in the neighborhood, has also no¬ 
ticed an increase in crime - espe¬ 
cially robberies and burglaries. 
SFPSP is a private company at no 
expense to taxpayers; the officers 
are appointed by the San Francis¬ 
co Police Commission and super¬ 
vised by the police department, 
Warner said. 

Warner listed seven businesses 
in the Castro that were burgled in 
September, including Bare Neces¬ 
sities on Castro where the cash 
register was taken - and later 
found on Valencia Street - and 
Castro Hibachi, where a $190 box 
of shrimp was netted but not 
taken, apparently when the bur¬ 
glar was surprised. 


Other businesses hit include 
Marcello’s Pizza, Ultimate Yogurt, 
Orphan Andy’s, and A Different 
Light, according to Warner, who 
also said there was an attempted 
robbery at Superstar Video on 
17th Street. Incidents at Uncle 
Bert’s Place and the Castro Coun¬ 
try Club were also mentioned by 
another source. 

Also, as reported in the B.A.R. 
last week, supplies and medical 
treatments valued at $50,000 were 


stolen from the Healing Alternatives 
Foundation office on Castro Street. 

There have been no reports of 
injuries during any of these inci¬ 
dents. 

MUMC meeting 

A variety of potential unofficial 
suspects, all males, were described 
in general terms by various people 
interviewed for this story. 

A common modus operandi 
attributable to at least one of the 
potential suspects emerged: that of 
entering businesses from the rear, 
during both the day and evening, 
both forcibly and through open 
doors and windows. Observers re¬ 
ported that the individual also 
seems quite familiar with the 
neighborhood. 

Some speculate that the sus¬ 
pect may gain entry to the patch- 
work of Castro backyards by exit¬ 
ing the rear doors of businesses 


during operating hours, climbing 
fences, or entering side doors 
when garbage is prepared for col¬ 
lection. 

Patrick Batt, president of the 
Merchants of Upper Market and' 
Castro (MUMC), expressed con¬ 
fidence in the ability of the San 
Francisco Police Department and 
the special patrol officers to ad¬ 
dress the problem; a MUMC 
meeting was scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day morning to discuss the issue. 


Community activist Tommi 
Avicolli Mecca has initiated an ef¬ 
fort to distribute flyers in the Cas¬ 
tro with information on at least 
one of the possible suspects. 

Lieutenant Gabriel Harp, of 
the police department’s Mission 
Station, responsible for the Castro 
area, said officers are aware of the 
problem and are working on pos¬ 
sible solutions. 

Harp advised businesses and 
residents to be sure to lock win¬ 
dows, doors, and gates, and to re¬ 
port suspicious individuals lurk¬ 
ing about back yards, alleys, and 
side entrances. V

Shanti moving to 
Project Open Hand

hanti, the 25-year-old com¬ 
munity agency that pro¬ 
vides emotional and practi¬ 
cal support for people living with 
AIDS, is moving to the Tenderloin 
area in early December in order to 
better serve its clients, Executive 
Director Robert Rybicki an¬ 
nounced Friday, September 25. 

The agency is relocating to the 
Project Open Hand building at 
730 Polk Street, increasing acces¬ 
sibility of both counseling and 
nutrition services in one central 
location to the AIDS community. 
Shanti’s current offices at 1540 
Market Street will close when the 
move is completed. 

Rybicki said he is thrilled at 
the prospect of offering a “one- 
stop shop,” where Shanti will join 
Project Open Hand and the Asian 
Pacific Islander Wellness Center, a 
care-related HIV/AIDS organiza¬ 
tion that primarily serves the 
Asian community. Rybicki said 
the arrangement will mean more 
convenience for many of Shanti’s 
clients. 

“The community has been 
urging AIDS agencies to work to¬ 
gether, and our move into this 
new location will be instrumental 
in making this happen,” said Ry¬ 
bicki. “The possibility for collabo¬ 
ration between all of us is an ex¬ 
citing prospect.” 

Tom Nolan, executive director 
at Project Open Hand, which has 
been providing meals, groceries, 
and nutrition counseling for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS for the past 13 
years, is equally optimistic about 
the possibilities of collaborating. 
“We are really looking forward to 


welcoming another sister agency 
to our building,” said Nolan. “Bob 
and I have already begun prelim¬ 
inary discussions about measures 
that may prove cost effective for 
both Project Open Hand and 
Shanti.” 

Rybicki added that Shanti staff 
will benefit from a superior work 
space at a more reasonable cost, 
making the move a sound busi¬ 
ness decision as well. 

The two agencies should com¬ 
plement one another. Shanti is 
primarily dedicated to enhancing 
the quality of life, improving the 
well-being, and promoting the in¬ 
dependence for people living with 
HIV/AIDS. Shanti’s services are 
provided by trained volunteers 
and staff and include client advo¬ 
cacy, emotional support, hospital- 
based counseling, practical assis¬ 
tance, care coordination, recre¬ 
ation, and transportation. Since 
1974, Shanti has trained more 
than 8,000 volunteers, who have 


provided more than two million 
hours of emotional and practical 
support for clients. 

Project Open Hand was formed 
in 1985 and since then has served 
over 4.5 million meals and 400,000 
bags of groceries. The agency was 
the nation’s first grassroots re¬ 
sponse to people with AIDS and 
continues to be a model for similar 
operations around the world. Op¬ 
erating seven days a week, 365 days 
a year, Project Open Hand is the 
world’s largest provider of food to 
people with symptomatic HIV and 
AIDS. The agency serves residents 
in San Francisco and Alameda 
counties. T

H ast weekend’s Folsom Street Fair 
brought out the best of the commu¬ 
nity, and we don’t just mean the best 
looking. It was good to see people gritting 
their teeth and persevering through the in¬ 
termittent inclemency. Although the day got 
cold enough for everyone to hear cock rings 
slipping off and clattering onto Folsom 
Street every few moments, the intrepid 
owners of those fallen accessories (mostly) 
refused to run for cover just because the 
going got a little rough. 

That’s the spirit! Now, if everyone could 
just translate that into political action. 

Perhaps the most pleasant surprise was 
the lack of fundies beating their Bibles and 
bleating their bile at the fair (although it’s 
certainly possible some of the videocamera 
operators were working for Pat Robertson’s 
700 Club; it wouldn’t be the first time 
they’ve captured a joyous occasion and then 
passed it off as an example of moral turpi¬ 
tude). Considering the mileage that the 
right wing gets by harping on sexual issues, 
we wouldn’t have been too surprised to find 
them standing around with their stupid 
“God Hates Fags” signs; on the other hand, 
they may know better than to wade into 
that many people holding paddles and 
whips. 

Whatever the reason they didn’t show, 
we’re glad. Our friends in New York haven’t 
been so lucky, what with a claque of 
Catholics protesting the new Terrence Mc¬ 
Nally play, Corpus Christi at the Manhattan 
Theatre Club. Those demonstrators have 
gone far beyond the limits of normal 
protests, and have gone to such extremes 
the theatre was forced to install airport 
metal detectors to ensure undercover chur- 
chaholics didn’t bring in guns and start fir¬ 
ing at the actors. 

In case you don’t know anything about 
the play, it depicts a “Christ-like figure” who 
happens to be gay and who has sex with 
some of the dozen men who follow him 


around. It isn’t exactly Ragtime, the other 
McNally show currently playing in New 
York - but why should it be? Why 
should any one piece of theatre con¬ 
form to any one person’s ideal, or 
one group’s specifications? 

Live theatre, by its very na¬ 
ture, is the kind of entertainment 
where (quite unlike the release of 
the Clinton grand jury testimony on 
television) there is no danger of acci¬ 
dental exposure. Quite the con¬ 
trary: people have to line up to 
get tickets to McNally plays - 
some others include Love, Val¬ 
our, Compassion and Master 
Class- and frequendy have to resort to pay¬ 
ing huge surcharges to get into the arenas 


where they play. The Catholics who are so 
outraged fail to see that the decision is - and 
must remain - up to individual theatergo¬ 
ers whether they want to see it. 

The presidential tape, on the other 
hand, was pushed into millions of 
homes across America and through¬ 
out the world, despite the clear mes¬ 
sage from most people that they did¬ 
n’t want to see it. If the Bible beaters 
want to denounce an obscenity, 
that seems to be the place to 
start. 

This weekend, we hope 
everyone enjoys the Castro 
Street Fair free of fundamental¬ 
ist intervention. And, for that matter, bad 
weather. See you there. T 




Our community’s 
political choice

he upcoming November election is so 
important for our community. 

I am the only openly gay statewide 
candidate on the ballot in California this 
year. I am running for lieutenant governor 
as the Reform Party candidate. The Reform 
Party is a new political party that stands for 
political reform, citizen participation, and 
government accountability, and against po¬ 
litical corruption. 

I believe that the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender movement is at a cross¬ 
roads. Many are saying that we have reached 
our limits on what we can expect to win po¬ 
litically in the next few years. On the gay 
marriage issue, for example, there is much 
discussion on whether that is an attainable 
or realistic goal. Personally, I think it is. And 

1 think we can use my campaign to “up the 
ante” on this question. 

We must increase our pressure on the 
Democratic Party to deliver on critical civil 
rights issues for our community. This cam¬ 
paign offers our community a unique op¬ 
portunity to “push the envelope” with the 
Democratic Party at the same time that we, 
as a community, are responsible for assur¬ 
ing that a major third party retains perma¬ 
nent ballot status in California. The Reform 
Party is also at a crossroads. We need to win 

2 percent of the vote for one of our 
statewide candidates to remain a permanent 
major party on the California ballot. 

The lesbian and gay community could 
provide the votes needed to push Reform 
over the top. In the open primary, tens of 
thousands of lesbians and gay men crossed 
over and voted for me in an uncontested 


Reform Party primary. If the gay commu¬ 
nity votes for my campaign in anything re¬ 
sembling the percentages they did in the 
open primary, it will advance the Reform 
Party’s attempt to gain ballot status and 
could, in fact, be the deciding factor. That 
activity provides our community with an 
incredible amount of leverage - both with 
the Democratic Party and within the Re¬ 
form Party. It is interesting to note that the 
largest increase in voter registration in the 
country is the mass exodus of Ameri¬ 
can voters to independent parties. 

With my campaign we are build¬ 
ing political “insurance,” political 
capital, and exerting serious politi¬ 
cal pressure. We are raising the 
stakes and letting the major politi¬ 
cal parties know that if they put up 
homophobic candidates - 
we’re not going to roll 
over, hold our nose and 
support them - simply 
because the Democratic Party tells us to. We 
are helping to advance our struggle for civil 
rights by letting the Democrats know we are 
helping to build other options and political 
tools for our empowerment. 

My campaign is also building an inter¬ 
esting coalition between the “white center” 
(middle America) “Perot voters” who have 
traditionally supported the Reform Party 
and the gay community, still furthering our 
leverage and political options. Under the 
current two-party arrangement, the lesbian 
and gay community has been reduced to a 
political football - kicked back and forth for 
partisan advantage within and between 
both political parties. We can use the added 
leverage of my campaign to participate in 
the creation of a new political coalition fo¬ 
cused on political reform. That in turn fur¬ 
ther broadens our options and advances 


our leverage in the political arena by chal¬ 
lenging the corrupt way politics is done. It is 
because of this increasing corruption and 
the lack of mainstream alternatives that our 
community has seen many of our issues 
brought to a standstill. 

The voting record of Cruz Bustamante 
(who is the Democratic Party’s nominee 
for lieutenant governor) shows a callous 
and arrogant disregard for the lesbian and 
gay community. He opposes gay marriage, 
voted to criminalize HIV transmission, 
and refused to support AB101 (Sheila 
Kuehl’s Dignity for Students Act). Yet the 
pressure is on for the gay com- 
munity to support him. I think 
to do that wo'uld be a big polit¬ 
ical mistake. We would essen¬ 
tially be saying: abuse us, dis¬ 
respect us, abandon us - 
we will support you no 
matter what. That may 
have been a necessity just 
a couple of years ago. But now we have an¬ 
other option! 

Some people in our community strong¬ 
ly believe that we should not jeopardize our 
relationship with the Democratic Party. I 
agree. I don’t think it is in our community’s 
best interest to, for example, not support 
Gray Davis and consequently elect Dan 
Lungren. At the same time, the lieutenant 
governor’s race offers us a unique and po¬ 
tent opportunity to have our cake and eat 
it, too. In other words, we elect a progres¬ 
sive Democrat as governor and we exert 
pressure on a lower office to build political 
leverage. I believe we have a great opportu¬ 
nity this year. I hope you agree. ▼

Thanks you for your recent article about “I Found 
It!” consignment store being shut down by the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office. Because of your newspaper ar¬ 
ticle, I was able to retrieve thousands of dollars worth 
of my property and Phillip Kachikis’s property. 

It’s been a roller coaster through Hell! 

I found the district attorney’s office useless and 
uninterested in my situation. I also found the police 
department totally 100 percent homophobic, and I 
found Tom Ammiano’s office unhelpful. 

Phillip Kachikis and I tried to let the gay commu¬ 
nity know about I Found It robbing its consignees. 
We were slapped with a lawsuit by the owners’ attor¬ 
ney, Ken Valenotti. His process server threatened to 
kill my dogs. Valenotti was ruthless, but Phillip and I 
represented ourselves in Superior court - for seven 
days. Every attorney we talked to was useless - or 
wanted $25,000 up front. 

One of I Found It’s employees, Charles Barcco, 
gave us a list where some of our valuable property 
went: a lot went to Rose and Domengues Silva, 954 
Pamolo Avenue, in Patterson, CA 95363 (they’re the 
parents of one of the owners). 

Since the owners, Kevin Esposito and Greg Silva, 
had to leave San Francisco with no forwarding ad¬ 
dress, I suggest if people are missing property it could 
be at this address. 

Silva and Esposito preyed upon the homeless and 
people they thought would die of the AIDS. 

I suggest the gay community contact the district 
attorney’s office for a class action suit to put these 
people in jail, where they belong.

Thomason loves Thomson loves Gershwin 

Regular readers of the “Out There” column know 
it is the perfect place to find gossip, innuendo, and 
bitchy remarks. Alas, the Out There column unwise¬ 
ly ventured into music criticism. Reducing Virgil 
Thomson’s opinion of George Gershwin’s Porgy and 
Bess to the 17 words quoted (“at best a piquant but 
highly unsavory stirring-up-together of Israel, Africa, 
and the Gaelic Isles”) is an egregious misrepresenta¬ 
tion of his actual view. The quoted passage was from 
a rather length essay written by Thomson for Modern 
Music (November 1935 - reprinted in A Virgil Thom¬ 
son Reader). Sixty years later the essay remains one of 
the most accurate, perceptive, readable summations 
of Porgy- and Gershwin - ever written. 

Among other observations Thomson calls Gersh¬ 
win “a gifted composer, a charming composer, an ex¬ 
citing and sympathetic composer. His gift and charms 
are greater than ... almost any other American com¬ 
poser” and said Porgy is a work “that has considerable 
power.” Thomson greeted Porgy’ s premier as “a more 
important event in America’s artistic life than any¬ 
thing American the Met has ever done.” He also 
wrote, “1 like being able to listen to a work for three 
hours and being fascinated at every moment. I also 
like its lack of respectability, the way it can be popu¬ 
lar and vulgar and go its way as a professional piece 
without bothering about the taste-boys. I like to think 
of Gershwin as having presented his astonished pub¬ 
lic with a real live baby, all warm and dripping and 
friendly. ... He has written a work that can be per¬ 
formed quite a number of times, that can be listened 
to with pleasure by quite different kinds of people, 
and that can be remembered by many.” 

What a shame the authors of Out There were so 
eager to trash a great (dead) critic and composer that 
they couldn’t be bothered to get the whole story.

In praise of de-link-uency 

In his September 17 article “SFAF meets its pub¬ 
lic,” Mike Salinas did an excellent job of summariz¬ 
ing the SFAF Board of Directors-sponsored Commu¬ 
nity Forum on HIV Treatment and Related Services 
held September 9. 

Like others in attendance, I was troubled with the 
“restrictive format” of the forum. By the time 15 SFAF 
board and staff members made their opening re¬ 
marks, 30 minutes had passed - fully one third of the 
time scheduled for the meeting. Members of the com¬ 
munity Finally complained that too much time was 
being devoted to input from SFAF staff at the expense 
of time for input from the community, because the 
facilitator had indicated each speaker front the floor 
would be limited to only a minute-and-a-half each. 

The board also restricted the meeting to only two 
questions: “When you think about the future of HIV 
treatment, what concerns you the most” and “What 
role should the foundation play in treatment-related 
activities?” How and why did the board decide they 
needed community input on these two particular 
questions in September ... when, in fact, as of July 1 
they had already restructured the foundation by 
changing the name and focus of their Client Services 
Department to HIV Services and Treatment Support, 
in effect implementing a change to their scope of ser¬ 
vices before seeking community-level input. Since I’m 
sure the planning process leading up to the July 1 im¬ 
plementation began months in advance, perhaps in 
early spring, seeking community input through this 
Forum can only be seen as an attempt to legitimize 
their fait accompli change in focus. 

The reason I questioned whether the nine (of 19) 
board members “invited” to this Forum had read the 
full transcripts rather than summaries of the focus 
groups conducted in April, 1997 concerns qualitative 
vs. quantitative issues. Although SFAF Executive Di¬ 
rector Pat Christen stated in a July 27,1997 press re¬ 
lease, “We will use the qualitative [emphasis added] 
data to inform our efforts in the coming year,” it ap¬ 
pears the foundation has ignored extensive qualita¬ 
tive concerns in the transcripts raised by their own 
clients as to whether they want the foundation in¬ 
volved in treatment-related activities. Interestingly, 
since the SFAF has released neither the focus group 
summary report nor the quantitative data, we have 
no way of quantifying what portion of their client 
base felt the foundation had any role to play in treat¬ 
ment-related activities or to what extent. 

I am aware the foundation has been criticized in 
the recent past for not being involved in treatment 
advocacy, particularly since it has far greater resources 
than many Bay Area AIDS service organizations in¬ 
volved with treatment advocacy who have far fewer 
resources at their disposal. I do not mean to contra¬ 
dict other voices in the community regarding the 
foundation’s role in treatment education and advo¬ 
cacy. What I do question are the processes by which 
the foundation continues to act: autonomously im¬ 
plementing organizational restructuring followed by 
after-the-fact community involvement to justify their 
actions on the one hand, and their refusal to release 
quantitative data from the focus groups on the other. 

Finally, I am not trying to split hairs semantically, 
but what I wrote on the flip chart was “De-link treat¬ 
ment choices from other services,” not “separate treat¬ 
ment issues from client services.” This distinction is 
important, as many SFAF clients are wary of eligibil¬ 
ity requirements for one service being linked to 
mandatory participation in other services. The foun¬ 
dation’s Patient Rights policy does not address a 
client’s right to choose which SFAF services they want 
to access, nor does it indicate that a client can decline 
particular services without affecting their eligibility 
for other services. I have asked board member Angela 
Lucia Padilla and Susan Haikalis, director of the new 
department to encourage the board to add to their 
Patient Rights policy de-linkage between service of¬ 
ferings, particularly to prevent outcomes-driven 
inter-service eligibility requirement linkages usurp¬ 
ing patient rights to chose - or refuse - treatment op¬ 
tions. 

A friend recently observed that the SFAF has “done 
much good work (much more than in other parts of 
the country) and should get credit for that.” While I 
agree with, and second his opinion, I remain troubled 
by the processes by which the board of directors - 
given their poor track record with a variety of fiscal 
and programmatic accountability issues - continues 
to chart SFAF’s course with limited community in¬ 
volvement as exhibited by this recent Community 
Forum. The board needs to involve the community, 
sooner rather than later, and at the very beginning of 
planning meetings involving organizational and pro¬ 
grammatic changes in direction.

There is another possibili¬ 
ty, however; that on a subconscious level she wants to 
believe that these drugs are not toxic cancer drugs. 
How else could she rationalize giving long term 
chemotherapy to treat a viral infection? 

I also said that the community consortium has just 
come out with a directive that this drug cocktail not 
be given to people who have hepatitis, since their liv¬ 
ers are already in bad shape. How long do you think 
the livers of healthy people will hold out if they take 
these drugs for 10 years or more?

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Voter turnout to 
determine Boxer fate

l H jf ith less than five weeks 
before next month’s No¬ 
vember 3 election, in¬ 
cumbent U.S. Senator 
Barbara Boxer is in real danger 
of losing her seat to Republican 
challenger Matt Fong - unless 
she can get the state’s Democratic 
voters to the ballot box. In several 
polls - the latest being one done 
by the Los Angeles Times - Boxer 
holds a fairly safe margin over her 
GOP opponent among the state’s 
registered voters. Indeed, the 
Times poll last week showed the 
senator with a respectable 47 to 39 
percent lead over Fong when reg¬ 
istered voters are asked their 
choice. 

The problem for Boxer, how¬ 
ever, is that among voters consid¬ 
ered most likely to vote on Novem¬ 
ber 3, Fong leads by five points, 48 
percent to 43 percent. 

Boxer has clearly been dam¬ 
aged by the furor over 
the Bill Clinton-Moni- 
ca Lewinsky scandal, so 
her campaign must send 
the message to those 
less-likely voters - 
those who are so 
angry at Clinton they 
might be 
tempted to 
stay away 

from the polls 
altogether 
that skipping the election doesn’t 
help the party or her. If Boxer and 
the Democratic party machine 
can do that, she wins a close re- 
election effort November 3. If De¬ 
mocratic voters are so turned off 
by the continuing D.C. scandal 
they don’t vote, Boxer loses. 

Despite her current poor poll 
showings, many political prog¬ 
nosticators feel that with a strong 
pro- Gray Davis turnout on Elec¬ 
tion Day, Boxer will likely win a 
tight re-election contest. Obvi¬ 
ously, Republicans are hoping for 
a turned-off Democratic party 
electorate this year; indeed, GOP 
gubernatorial nominee Dan Ltin- 
gren, appearing at the Republican 
state convention in Long Beach 
this past weekend, was reportedly 
predicting that the Democratic 
voters would be so dispirited and 
disgusted by the Clinton scandal 
that they would likely stay home 
Election Day - something that 
both he and other Republicans 
are hoping for. 

Since her election to the senate 
in 1992, Boxer never has had high 
approval ratings, such as those her 
colleague Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein has enjoyed; Boxer’s job ap¬ 
proval rating remains just below 
the 50 percent point, but it re¬ 
mains high enough to carry her to 
victory next month if the Democ¬ 
ratic party regulars get out to vote. 
If not, Trent Lott, Newt Gin¬ 
grich, and the Republican party 
pick up another U.S. senate seat.

House seats, and a fistful of gov¬ 
ernorships next month.

Most California voters likely 
aren’t even aware that they have a 
chance to elect a majority of the 
state Supreme Court November 3; 
the justices all get their jobs 
through gubernatorial appoint¬ 
ments, but the state Constitution 
requires that they face the voters 
periodically, and while none of 
the four on the November ballot 
face opponents, they must receive 
a majority vote to stay on the 
bench. If they are defeated, the 
governor will appoint replace¬ 
ments. Four Supreme Court jus¬ 
tices are on the November 3 bal¬ 
lot: Chief Justice Ronald M. 
George and Justices Stanley 
Mosk, Ming William Chin, and 
Janice Brown. All of them, with 
the exception of the ultra-conser¬ 
vative Brown, deserve to be re¬ 
tained on election day. 

Some supes at City Hall were 
recently overheard expressing an¬ 
noyance at colleague Michael 
Yaki’s habit of long-winded 
speeches on nearly every subject 
on the agenda and his inability to 


sit during board meetings, choos¬ 
ing instead to walk around and 
play to the audience and the 
media section. 

Meanwhile, those watching 
these things are telling me that 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano, the 
“independent” voice on the 
board, looks like the next presi¬ 
dent of that legislative body. 

The Examiner-KTVU poll re¬ 
leased over the weekend showing 
Mayor Willie Brown’s popularity 
dropping (two out of three say 
they wouldn’t vote to re-elect 
him) is sure to arouse interest in 
other candidates to take him on 
next year; Brown’s worst quality, 
according to the poll, is his arro¬ 
gance (hardly a surprise; one of 
his City Hall department heads 
recently told me that “the mayor 
is a damned good administrator, 
and deserves to be re-elected, but 
his ego and arrogance drives even 
some of those who like him best 
up the wall”). The same poll 
shows nearly three out of four San 
Franciscans totally dissatisfied 
with Muni’s performance 
(Brown’s biggest headache) with 
the mayor perceived as being un¬ 
able to do much about it, while 
continuing to blame Muni’s woes 
on past mayoral administrations. 

Governor Pete Wilson last 
week signed a bill making the 
fourth Friday in September Native 
American Day, although the new 
state holiday does not add a holi¬ 
day for schools or state employees. 

A recent national sur¬ 
vey of high school students shows 
that more know who actor 
Leonardo DiCaprio is than who 
Vice President AI Gore is. 

Celebrity candidate Chris 
Mitchum, the son of famed actor 
Robert Mitchum, is the GOP 
nominee for Assembly is a Central 
Coast district against Democrat 
Hannan-Beth Jackson. 

In Washington State’s second 
congressional district, Mar- 
garethe “Grethe” Cammer- 
meyer, a retired Army colonel 
and decorated Vietnam veteran, 
won the Democratic nomination; 
the 56-year-old Cammermeyer 
was ousted from the Army Na¬ 
tional Guard in 1992 after reveal¬ 
ing her homosexuality but suc¬ 
cessfully sued for reinstatement 
and her story was later chronicled 
in a made-for-television movie. 
Cammermeyer, who once lived 
and worked in San Francisco as a 
nurse at the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion Medical Center and is the 
mother of four sons ranging in 
ages 21 to 29, faces an uphill fight 
against GOP incumbent Jack 
Metcalf; political observers say a 
strong campaign could very well 
win an upset race for the decorat¬ 
ed lesbian.

P n 1994 a 22-year-old interna¬ 
tional recording artist grew 
I tired of missing important 
messages and faxes while on the 
road. With his high-tech back¬ 
ground, he created an integrated 
messaging network that would 
deliver faxes and voice mail via 
the Internet. 

The artist was Jaye Muller, and 
his vision swiftly grew into JFAX. 
COM, a multi-million dollar cor¬ 
poration. The company (at 
www.jfax. com) em¬ 
ploys 70 people - di¬ 
vided between its 
New York and Los 
Angeles offices - plus 
virtual offices in over 
60 cities around the 
globe. 

Muller is a rare 
mix: able to 
mix business 
acumen, com¬ 
puter program¬ 
ming, social responsibility, and 
music creativity, and make it all 
work. 

As a musician, Muller has 
played concerts throughout Eu¬ 
rope. His first album, We Are The 
Majority, flirted with gold in its 
European release. His comment 
about the steamy video for one 
song, “Best Thaing,” was that “it’s 
a very hot video with people kiss¬ 
ing and touching each other in 
many ways. You can’t really see 
who’s a girl and who’s a boy. 
Maybe that’s the way I like it.” 

As for his own sexuality, the 
handsome entrepreneur told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “I don’t use la¬ 
bels.

ond album. When he isn’t doing 
that, he likes to party, and can fre¬ 
quently be seen wearing Jean-Paul 
Gaultier designs in trendy restau¬ 
rants like Moomba in the West 
Village. He attended the post-pre¬ 
miere party for the film Two Girls 
and a Guy along with Madonna, 
Leonardo DiCaprio, Robert 
Downey Jr., and Warren Beatty. 

His eclectic favorites include 
Plato’s Republic, the movies Dead 
Poets Society and Valmont, actors 
DiCaprio and Angelica Huston; the 
foods Soljanka, goulash, and most 
any soup; and the drinks Badoit 
and San Pellegrino. His idols in¬ 
clude photographer Bruce Weber, 
the Beach Boys, and Mozart.

House committee approves 'CDA II'

O n September 24, the House 
of Representatives’ Com¬ 
merce Committee unani¬ 
mously approved legislation that 
would restrict access to sexually 
explicit materials on the Internet. 

House bill 3783 - officially 
named the Child Online Protec¬ 
tion Act, but informally known as 
“CDAII”- is a reworked version of 
the Communications Decency Act, 
part of the Telecommunications 
Act of 1996. The original CDA at¬ 
tempted to limit online distribu¬ 
tion of “indecent” or “patently of¬ 
fensive” material, and was declared 
unconstitutional by the U.S. 
Supreme Court in June 1997. Sev¬ 
eral queer and HIV/AIDS organi¬ 


zations were among the plaintiffs 
that challenged the original law. 

The court ruled that the 1996 
CDA was overly broad, and would 
limit adults to viewing only mate¬ 
rial that was suitable for children. 
The new legislation differs in that 
it imposes a narrower standard of 
“harmful to minors.” 

The bipartisan legislation, in¬ 
troduced by Representatives Mike 
Oxley (R-Ohio) and James Green¬ 
wood (D-Pennsylvania), would 
require operators of commercial 
websites to verify that those ac¬ 
cessing sexually explicit material 
are at least 17 years old; a credit 
card number would be an exam¬ 
ple of such proof. The 1996 legis¬ 
lation applied to all operators and 
to more areas of the Internet. 
Oxley believes that the reworked 


legislation is more likely to survive 
a legal challenge. 

Several commentators have 
noted the irony of legislators re¬ 
stricting online access to adult 
material while at the same time 
approving the release of Kenneth 
Starr’s sexually explicit report on 
the Bill Clinton-Monica Lewinsky 
affair. Supporters of the bill have 
pointed out that material with 
“redeeming artistic, social, or po¬ 
litical value” would be exempt. 

The next step for the bill is a 
hearing by the full House. If the 
House passes HR 3783, it will 
have to be reconciled with similar 
legislation passed by the Senate in 
July. Several civil liberties groups 
oppose the revised legislation, and 
are expected to mount a constitu¬ 
tional challenge. T

veryone knows that Hindus 
hold cows sacred: they’re al¬ 
lowed to wander freely 
though Indian villages, snacking 
off stalls in the market place ac¬ 
cording to their whim. There’s an¬ 
other animal, though, that’s given 
even greater liberty. It’s the Hanu- 
man langur, an agile, light-furred 
monkey with black face, hands, 
and feet.

One of the monkeys, Hanuman 
by name, brought the mango fruit 
back with him for humans to 
enjoy, but the giants 
seized him and at¬ 
tempted to burn him 
alive. Hanuman escaped 
with scorched face, hands, 
and feet. 

What Mike didn’t learn was 
anything about the lan¬ 
gurs’ sex life. During 
the 1980s, however, a 
team of Indian and 
German primatolo- 
gists (Arun Srivastava, 

Carola Borries, and Volker Som¬ 
mer) studied the sexual behavior 
of a troop of langurs living on the 
outskirts of Jodhpur, in the state of 
Rajasthan. As is usual for these 
monkeys, the troop consisted of a 
single dominant male and a harem 
of females. Other males lived on 
the periphery of the troop: they 
occasionally launched attacks on 
the dominant male with the aim of 
taking over the harem. 

Homosexual behavior was 
rampant, both among the periph¬ 
eral males and among females in 
the harem. Male-male sex in¬ 
volved one monkey rubbing his 
penis under the tail of another 
until he ejaculated. Unlike what 
has been documented in some 
other animals, such as sheep, there 
was no actual anal penetration. 

The researchers devoted most 
of their attention to the females in 
the harem. They observed over 
500 sexual encounters between fe¬ 
males. These were similar to het¬ 
erosexual encounters: one female 
mounted another from the rear, 
and thrust with her pelvis for a few 
seconds. After sex, the mounter 
would often groom the mountee. 

What does female-female sex 
“mean” to Hanuman langurs? Be¬ 
cause the researchers studied the 
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same animals over several years, 
they were able to place the sexual 
behavior in a larger social context. 
First, they found that there were no 
specifically “lesbian” individuals: 
over time, all the females took part 
in both heterosexual and homosex¬ 
ual encounters, and all took both 
the mounter and the mountee role. 

Some ethologists have 
argued that ho¬ 
mosexual behav¬ 
ior among animals is relat¬ 
ed to dominance: that the 
animal that does the mounting 
thereby demonstrates and en¬ 
forces a superiority in 
rank over the moun¬ 
tee. The researchers 
did indeed find that, in 
the majority of cases, 
the female doing the 
mounting stood higher in the fe¬ 
male dominance hierarchy than 
the mountee. But this doesn’t 
necessarily mean that the func¬ 
tion of the same-sex encounters is 
to reinforce the hierarchy. 

Srivastava and colleagues offer 
an alternative explanation - and a 
devious one. They propose that fe¬ 
males mount other females in 
order to sexually satisfy them, and 
thus to make them less interested 
in having sex with the male. In 
that way they reduce competition 
for the male’s attention and help 
ensure that they themselves get in¬ 
seminated. In support of this in¬ 
terpretation, they offer data show¬ 
ing that females generally mount 
unrelated females. That could be a 
sign that competition is at work, 
for animals tend to compete more 
strongly with unrelated individu¬ 
als than with close relatives. 

Other researchers, such as Paul 
Vasey of the University of Montre¬ 
al, have criticized this explanation 
too. Vasey argues that homosexual 
behavior among primates evolved 
by accident, without any specific 
function. Animals simply found 
out that they could gain sexual 
pleasure from same-sex encoun¬ 
ters. Later, in some species, homo¬ 
sexual behavior was put to use, for

example in cementing alliances be¬ 
tween unrelated individuals. 

Whatever its significance, 
queer sex is appropriate behavior 
for the Hindus’ sacred monkey. 
Hindu mythology is rife with gen¬ 
der-bending behavior, after all, 
and the Kama Sutra celebrates gay 
and straight sex alike. Yet some¬ 
how this gay-friendly tradition 
has vanished in modern Indian 
culture, which places an over¬ 
whelming significance on hetero¬ 
sexual marriage and procreation. 
When Mike recently attended a 
reunion of people from his vil¬ 
lage, the first thing everyone asked 
him was “When are you going to 
get married?” Next time I’ll make 
him a T-shirt that reads “When 
Hanuman turns straight!” ▼

' w ' his Monday, October 5, 
A&E’s Investigative Reports 
§ (IR) airs its one-hour fea¬ 
ture on the transgender rights 
movement. IR, executive pro¬ 
duced and hosted by Bill Kur¬ 
ds, interviews more than 
a dozen transgender 
activists and individu¬ 
als, beginning with 
Tonye Barreto-Neto, 
founder of Transgender 
Officers Protect and 
Serve (TOPS). 

In the 10 p.m. show 
(San Francisco time) 
Barreto-Neto is shown at home 
and at work, interacting with his 
wife, daughter, and friends. IR 
also speaks with a man in shadow, 
who calls himself “Terry,” de¬ 
scribed as “a good ol’ boy from the 
South,” who “in reality [is] a 
woman who’s about to undergo a 
dangerous sex-change operation.” 
/^ accompanies “Terry,” his wife, 
and his mother to the hospital. 

According to IR, sex reassign¬ 
ment surgery is significant for 
some transgender people because 
of its implications for legally 
changing their sex. However, 
Nancy Nangeroni, executive di¬ 
rector of the International Foun¬ 
dation for Gender Education, says 


that transgender persons do not 
necessarily have surgery. 

“‘Transgendered’ is a general 
term,” she points out. “It means 
that your gender transgresses the 
norm. I’m not a pre-op or a post¬ 
op - because that’s not what de¬ 
fines me as a person. I’m a per¬ 
son.” 

IR talks at length with 
each of the subjects 
about their diverse ex¬ 
periences, from harass¬ 
ment to violence to 
workplace discrimina¬ 
tion. It mentions 
Brandon Teena, a 
young transgender 
person who was raped, 
beaten, and subse¬ 
quently murdered be¬ 
cause police would not protect 
him; and Tyra Hunter, a Washing¬ 
ton, D.C.-area male-to-female 
(MTF) who was critically injured 
in an accident and then denied 
treatment by fire department per¬ 
sonnel for eight minutes when 
they found she was anatomically 
male. 

The show also follows Gender- 
PAC members to Washington, as 
they lobby Congress. At the end of 
the piece, GenderPAC’s Riki Anne 
Wilchins says, “For me, a gender 
revolution ... is also about the 16- 
year-old Midwestern cheerleader 
who ruins her health with anorex¬ 
ia because ‘real women’ are sup¬ 
posed to be supernaturally thin 
and it’s about the ‘Joe Six-pack’ 
who wraps his car around a 
crowded school bus on his way 
home from the bar because ‘real 
men’ are supposed to be heavy 
drinkers.” 

The piece was exhaustively re¬ 
searched, presented diverse repre¬ 
sentations of transgender people, 
and selected prominent, articulate 
spokespersons. It provided inti¬ 
mate personal profiles that were

publicans are looking for ways to 
energize their party’s most con¬ 
servative members, [James] 
Hormel’s sexuality is a bull’s-eye 
on his back,” Ifill explained. “And 
where the White House is con¬ 
cerned, Hormel may be more 
valuable as a martyr to GOP in¬ 
tolerance than as ambassador: 
Luxembourg is not exactly a crit¬ 
ical post.” 

She charged that “the White 
House, caught up in its own prob¬ 
lems, hasn’t exactly rushed to the 
parapets on Hormel’s behalf. 

“Interestingly, one of Hormel’s 
defenders has been New York sen¬ 
ator Alfonse D’Amato, a Republi¬ 
can. He is running for re-election 
in a close race, and he wants the 
gay vote. D’Amato wrote [Major¬ 
ity Leader Trent] Lott asking for a 
vote on Hormel, but never got a 
response. ‘If you can vote for a 
person or against a person on 
whether they can do a job, that’s 
fair,’ he says. ‘But not on the basis 
of race, color, creed, or sexual ori¬ 
entation.’ And he adds, ‘I think 
that’s a very conservative philoso¬ 
phy, by the way.’ But in today’s 
GOP, D’Amato appears to be a 
minority.” 

And so Hormel’s nomination 
continues in legislative limbo, 
likely to be approved if it comes 
up for a vote, but hot likely to be 
scheduled for that vote before 
Congress adjourns. 

The most viable remaining op¬ 
tion for confirmation might be if 
a champion such as Senator Ted 
Kennedy (D-Massachusetts) cuts 
a deal to move it forward as part 
of a larger package. That is essen¬ 
tially how the community got a 
vote two years ago on the Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination 
Act (ENDA). But as with ENDA, 
don’t look for the White House to 
play a starring role. ▼

CAPE of good hopes 

New group to 
push gay concerns

he demise of the LIFE 
Lobby in May, for financial 
I! reasons, left the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender (LGBT) 
community in California without 
a statewide civil rights and lobby¬ 
ing organization. Now a new 
group hopes to change that. 

California Alliance for Pride 
and Equality (CAPE) was inaugu¬ 
rated at a meeting in San Francis¬ 
co on September 12 and 13 by un¬ 
specified activists from eight cities 
in the state including San Francis¬ 
co, Oakland, and Berkeley. 

The mission of CAPE is “to en¬ 
sure the dignity, safety, equality and 


civil rights of all lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, transgendered and queer Califor¬ 
nians,” according to a press release. 

Although CAPE will be based 
in Sacramento, the interim steer¬ 
ing committee with be chaired by 
Robert Haaland, a transgendered 
activist who works with the San 
Francisco Tenant’s Union, and 
Carol Anderson of Los Angeles. 

“The importance of developing 
a financially sound and strategic 
organization that ensures a diverse 
community voice and a commit¬ 
ment to grassroots involvement 
are the guiding principles for 
CAPE,” said Randy Allgaier, 
spokesperson for the new group.

McVeigh to join SLDN 

supporters on Treasure 
for Fleet Week fun

T he Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network (SLDN) 
will host a fund-raising re¬ 
ception on Sunday, October 11, 
1-4 p.m., on the decommissioned 
Treasure Island Navy installation, 
to support their cause of fighting 
military discrimination against 
those accused of being gay or les¬ 
bian. 

The guest speaker will be Navy 
Master Chief Tim McVeigh (no 
relation to the Oklahoma City 
bomber) who won a federal dis¬ 
trict court ruling in January 
against the Navy after it sought to 
discharge him under the mili¬ 
tary’s Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell 
(DADT) policy. 


McVeigh sued the Navy after a 
discharge hearing based on the 
circumstantial evidence that an 
anonymous America Online 
(AOL) profile, confirmed to be 
his by the AOL company, listed 
his marital status as “gay” and the 
fact that his Navy personal file in¬ 
dicated he had never been mar¬ 
ried. 

“[SLDN] helped my lawyer 
immensely,” said McVeigh, in an 
interview with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, explaining that the group 
provides resources on DADT to 
military defense lawyers. “It is in¬ 
formation they [military defense 
lawyers] had never gotten from 
the military.” 

He ultimately ended his 18- 
year career with the Navy 
through early retirement on Au¬ 


gust 31 because the Navy only of¬ 
fered him a desk job, rather than 
active duty. 

“It was a question of I had fol¬ 
lowed the rules and regulations 
and they were trying to say I was¬ 
n’t,” said McVeigh. “I think it is 
important that people do stand 
up for themselves.” 

The event will occur less than 
three weeks after the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for the Second Circuit 
in New York upheld DADT, say¬ 
ing that where the military is con¬ 
cerned, “...we will not substitute 
our judgment for that of Con¬ 
gress.”

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


Wha t is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (7) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT)> 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or nornfat milk. iuice L coffee^ or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with sldm or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with sj<jm or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIX IVAN cure HIV o r AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CR IXIVAN red uce the ri sk of passing HI V to ot hers? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who s houl d not take CRIXIV AN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medicati o ns? ** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatenina 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, or RIMACTANE®.

What are the possible side effects o f CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling: 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions.

Get prepared at daylong disaster drill

| ' oping to get residents bet- 
!P|§ ter prepared for the next 
II ll major earthquake or other 
disaster, the South of Market 
group of the city’s Neighborhood 
Emergency Response Teams 
(NERT) will hold a big, daylong 
drill and preparedness class this 
Monday, October 5 at the 
Moscone Convention Center. 
People from around the city are 
encouraged to drop in at the free 
session and stay for as long as they 
can, said Leslie Williams, SOMA 
coordinator and a member of the 
NERT advisory board. 

The session takes place from 8 
a.m. until 7 p.m., with incident 
command system (ICS) drills 
planned for 10 a.m., noon, and 5 
p.m. An ICS class is set for 2 p.m. 
Volunteers are needed to help set up 
- or, Williams added, if you want to 
portray a victim in a drill, people 
are needed for that too. Helpers are 
also needed to set up the disaster 
scenarios, provide narration for the 
audience, and other duties. 

“Why a daytime, downtown 
drill? SOMA NERT is hosting this 
event specifically so that daytime, 
downtown business-type NERTs 
will have an opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in a drill and refresh their 
memories,” Williams wrote in the 
NERT newsletter. “Another reason 
is to give NERT greater public at¬ 
tention while at the same time, 
frankly, recruiting your colleagues 
and friends.” 

The city is divided up into 
emergency response districts and 
people actively involved in the 
preparedness effort are being 
asked to bring at least one other 
person with them to find out

more about NERT. “They can 
watch NERTs in action and a do¬ 
cent will explain what is going 
on,” Williams said. “And, they’ll be 
welcome to join in the drills as the 
untrained ‘walk-ons’ we expect to 
volunteer in a real disaster.” 

Williams said participation by 
the public is critical to the success 
of the NERT program and the drill 
provides an excellent chance for 
people to get involved. Even the 
curious are welcome, she added. 

A pre-drill quiz in the NERT 
newsletter asks some questions 
that can help determine whether 
people are prepared for disasters. 
For example, one of the questions 
is: You’re doing the ICS triage at 
the staging area and see a pasty- 
pale, perspiring profusely, per¬ 
plexed person in the line. Do you 
keep him standing in line? The 
answer: no, because the person is 
showing classic shock symptoms 
and should be asked to lie down 
so you can cover him and elevate 
his legs. Watch for loss of airway 
and signs of vomiting. 

Williams said the SOMA NERT 
group is hoping for a celebrity or 
two to show up, and they expect 
media coverage during the event. 
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cent since the implementation of 
‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, Don’t Pur¬ 
sue,”’ according to a press release 
from SLDN. 

Differing opinions 

Earl Rynerson, a spokesperson 
for SLDN, emphasized the im¬ 
portance of changing military 
policy when asked about ques¬ 
tions some have raised regarding 
the fight to gain acceptance in the 
military.

Lieutenant Colonel Roger 
Maginnis, director of the Military 
Readiness Project of the Family 
Research Council, a conservative 
family issues think tank in Wash¬ 
ington, expressed support for 
DADT. 

“Individual notions and de¬ 
sires should always be subordi¬ 
nate to the institution’s goal,” said 
Maginnis. “This decision [up¬ 
holding DADT] shows that ho¬ 
mosexuals do not have special 


rights to overturn reasonable pol¬ 
icy that supports an institution’s 
mission.” 

The SLDN event will support 
a different perspective, and sever¬ 
al hundred supporters including 
military, ex-military, and com¬ 
munity and political leaders are 
expected to attend the reception 
next week. 

“It is special in that [the event] 
is being held in the very location 
[Treasure Island] where thou¬ 
sands of discharge proceedings, 
including my own, have oc¬ 
curred, as far back as World War 
II,” said Zoe Dunning, event co¬ 
ordinator and a lieutenant com¬ 
mander in the Naval Reserves sta¬ 
tioned at Alameda. 

“In addition to being on Trea¬ 
sure Island, we will have an un¬ 
obstructed view of all the ‘Fleet 
Week’ activities for that day, in¬ 
cluding a flight demonstration by 
the Navy’s Blue Angels,” contin¬ 
ued Dunning. 

SLDN works to fight discrim¬ 
inatory actions of the military by 
providing direct legal assistance, 
education, watchdog activities, 
policy work and litigation sup¬ 
port. ▼

AASK seeks special folks

| - pedal kids need parents, too. 

Adopt A Special Kid 
' (AASK), a nonprofit adoption 
agency in Oakland, is looking for 
parents who might be willing to 
adopt one of the thousands of chil¬ 
dren in California with special needs. 

Andrea Schneider, program 
coordinator for AASK, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that there are as 
many as 25,000 children in Cali¬ 
fornia with special needs who are 
awaiting adoption or whose plans 
are for future adoption. 

Schneider said these children 
may be in foster care after a judge 
removed them from their birth 
parents’ homes, or they may be 
children born with “visible and in¬ 
visible problems” such as Down’s 
syndrome or genetic problems. 

AASK will host a free work¬ 
shop for interested prospective 
parents this Tuesday, October 6, 
from 7 to 9 p.m. at AASK’s Oak¬ 
land offices, 287 17th Street, at 
Harrison, Suite 207. Advance 
reservations are required. 

Schneider said married couples, 


domestic partners, single people, 
and older families can all qualify to 
become adoptive parents, and 
AASK has a long history of work¬ 
ing with gay and lesbian parents. 

“A lot of people from that com¬ 
munity are interested in adop¬ 
tion,” she said, “and they don’t 
know what’s available to them.” 

The workshop is a chance to 
learn about becoming an adoptive 
parent for a child with special 
needs, Schneider said. Those who 
wish to pursue adoptions can 
continue with AASK and partici¬ 
pate in a three-session training se¬ 
ries in November or at another 
time next year. 

“We prepare and train fami¬ 
lies, provide placement services 
for them, we see them through the 
entire process,” Schneider said. 

AASK’s adoption process be¬ 
gins with some training and a 
home study to assess the condi¬ 
tions of the prospective parents’ 
home environment. The applica¬ 
tion process involves other train¬ 
ing and considerations for the 
parents to remember about be¬ 
coming adoptive parents. 

Once child matching begins, 


Schneider said, the process can go 
quickly, or parents can take their 
time in selecting a child that will 
fit with their families. When a 
child is seriously considered by 
prospective parents, an extensive 
array of reports are available to 
give parents a thorough profile of 
the child. This is very different 
from international adoptions, 
where prospective parents often 
know very little about the chil¬ 
dren before they are matched up 
at the time of adoption. 

Schneider said another differ¬ 
ence is that international adop¬ 
tions often cost around $15,000, 
but AASK’s adoptions are virtual¬ 
ly fee-free. In addition, Schneider 
said, there are tax credits and 
other financial assistance pro¬ 
grams provided by the govern¬ 
ment for parents who adopt chil¬ 
dren with special needs. 

Adoption is in the state’s better 
interest to have these children in 
adoptive families rather than in 
foster care, Schneider said. But she 
said an even more compelling rea¬ 
son is that it’s best for the kids. 

“Adoption protects children,” 
she said. T

Feds give SF 
$6OOK for 
AIDS ... 
computers

H J ice President A1 Gore an¬ 
nounced Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 28 that the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce, National 
Telecommunications and Infor¬ 
mation Administration has award¬ 
ed the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health AIDS Office a 
$600,000 grant to continue its 
work towards full implementation 
of the city’s Reggie Project. 

Named after Reggie Williams, a 
longtime Bay Area AIDS activist, 
Reggie is a computerized client 
registration and information re¬ 
ferral system designed to network 
Ryan White CARE-funded HIV 
service providers in San Francisco, 
San Mateo, and Marin counties. 
When fully implemented, Reggie 
will enable clients to register once 
and be registered at each of the 68 
nonprofit and government orga¬ 
nizations that provide health and 
social services to low income peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS. 

“This new funding will enable 
us to bring on 60 new agencies 
and meet our objective of full im¬ 
plementation by October 2000,” 
said Dr. Mitch Katz, the city’s 
health director. “Ultimately, the 
efficiency of a better system will 
help clients remain as healthy and 
independent as possible.” 

Reggie has been criticized by 
members of the HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council, who cut 
CARE funds from being used for 
the system, forcing the health de¬ 
partment to look elsewhere for 
funding. Tom Calvanese, a council 
co-chair, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that while he’s pleased fed¬ 
eral funds came from sources 
other than CARE dollars, he 
would have rather seen the feder¬ 
al government give San Francisco 
grant funds for direct client ser¬ 
vices, such as housing. T

SEROSTIM use was associated with a min¬ 
imal increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Also, SEROSTIM must be 
used along with anti-HIV drug therapy. Data related to interactions between 
SEROSTIM and anti-HIV treatments are not yet available.

DESCRIPTION 

Oxandrin® oral tablets contain 2.5 mg of the anabolic steroid 
oxandrolone. Oxandrolone is 17(1-hydroxy-17a-methyl-2-oxa-5ot- 
androstan-3-one with the following structural formula:

CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY 

Anabolic steroids are synthetic derivatives of testosterone.

GEN-DEPENDENT, BUT FATAL MALIGNANT TUMORS 
HAVE BEEN REPORTED. WITHDRAWAL OF DRUG 
OFTEN RESULTS IN REGRESSION OR CESSATION OF 
PROGRESSION OF THE TUMOR. HOWEVER, HEPATIC 
TUMORS ASSOCIATED WITH ANDROGENS OR ANA¬ 
BOLIC STEROIDS ARE MUCH MORE VASCULAR THAN 
OTHER HEPATIC TUMORS AND MAY BE SILENT UNTIL 
LIFE-THREATENING INTRA-ABDOMINAL HEMOR¬ 
RHAGE DEVELOPS. BLOOD LIPID CHANGES THAT ARE 
KNOWN TO BE ASSOCIATED WITH INCREASED RISK 
OF ATHEROSCLEROSIS ARE SEEN IN PATIENTS 
TREATED WITH ANDROGENS OR ANABOLIC 
STEROIDS. THESE CHANGES INCLUDE DECREASED 
HIGH-DENSITY LIPOPROTEINS AND SOMETIMES 
INCREASED LOW-DENSITY LIPOPROTEINS. THE 
CHANGES MAY BE VERY MARKED AND COULD HAVE 
A SERIOUS IMPACT ON THE RISK OF ATHEROSCLE¬ 
ROSIS AND CORONARY ARTERY DISEASE. 


Cholestatic hepatitis and jaundice may occur with 17-alpha- 
alkylated androgens at a relatively low dose. If cholestatic hepati¬ 
tis with jaundice appears or if liver function tests become 
abnormal, oxandrolone should be discontinued and the etiology 
should be determined. Drug-induced jaundice is reversible when 
the medication is discontinued. 

In patients with breast cancer, anabolic steroid therapy may 
cause hypercalcemia by stimulating osteolysis. Oxandrolone 
therapy should be discontinued if hypercalcemia occurs. 

Edema with or without congestive heart failure may be a seri¬ 
ous complication in patients with preexisting cardiac, renal, or 
hepatic disease. Concomitant administration of adrenal cortical 
steroid or ACTH may increase the edema. 

In children, androgen therapy may accelerate bone matura¬ 
tion without producing compensatory gain in linear growth. This 
adverse effect results in compromised adult height. The younger 
the child, the greater the risk of compromising final mature 
height. The effect on bone maturation should be monitored by 
assessing bone age of the left wrist and hand every 6 months 
(See PRECAUTIONS: Laboratory tests). 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 

ANABOLIC STEROIDS HAVE NOT BEEN SHOWN TO 
ENHANCE ATHLETIC ABILITY. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General: 

Women should be observed for signs of virilization (deepening 
of the voice, hirsutism, acne, clitoromegaly). Discontinuation of 
drug therapy at the time of evidence of mild virilism is necessary 
to prevent irreversible virilization. Some virilizing changes in 
women are irreversible even after prompt discontinuance of 
therapy and are not prevented by concomitant use of estrogens. 
Menstrual irregularities may also occur. 

Anabolic steroids may cause suppression of clotting factors II, 
V, VII, and X, and an increase in prothrombin time. 

Information for patients: 

The physician should instruct patients to report any of the fol¬ 
lowing side effects of androgens: 

Males: Too frequent or persistent erections of the penis, 
appearance or aggravation of acne. 

Females: Hoarseness, acne, changes in menstrual periods, 
or more facial hair. 

All patients: Nausea, vomiting, changes in skin color, or ankle 
swelling. 

Laboratory tests: 

Women with disseminated breast carcinoma should have fre¬ 
quent determination of urine and serum calcium levels during 
the course of therapy (See WARNINGS). 

Because of the hepatotoxicity associated with the use of 17- 
alpha-alkylated androgens, liver function tests should be 
obtained periodically. 

Periodic (every 6 months) x-ray examinations of bone age 
should be made during treatment of children to determine the 
rate of bone maturation and the effects of androgen therapy on 
the epiphyseal centers. 

Serum lipids and hjgh-density lipoprotein cholesterol determi¬ 
nations should be done periodically as androgenic anabolic 
steroids have been reported to increase low-density lipoproteins. 
Serum cholesterol levels may increase during therapy. Therefore, 
caution is required when administering these agents to patients 
with a history of myocardial infarction or coronary artery disease. 
Serial determinations of serum cholesterol should be made and 
therapy adjusted accordingly. 

Hemoglobin and hematocrit should be checked periodically for 
polycythemia in patients who are receiving high doses of ana¬ 
bolic steroids. 

Drug interactions 
Anticoagulants: 

Anabolic steroids may increase sensitivity to oral anticoagulants. 
Dosage of the anticoagulant may have to be decreased in order 
to maintain desired prothrombin time. Patients receiving oral anti¬ 
coagulant therapy require close monitoring, especially when 
anabolic steroids are started or stopped. 

Oral hypoglycemic agents: 

Oxandrolone may inhibit the metabolism of oral hypoglycemic 
agents. 

Adrenal steroids or ACTH: 

In patients with edema, concomitant administration with adrenal 
cortical steroids or ACTH may increase the edema. 

Drug/Laboratory test interactions: 

Anabolic steroids may decrease levels of thyroxine-binding glob¬ 
ulin, resulting in decreased total T 4 serum levels and increased 
resin uptake of T 3 and T 4 . Free thyroid hormone levels remain 
unchanged. In addition, a decrease in PBI and radioactive iodine 
uptake may occur. 

Carcinogenesis, mutagenesis, impairment of fertility 
Animal data: 

Oxandrolone has not been tested in laboratory animals for car¬ 
cinogenic or mutagenic effects. In 2-year chronic oral rat stud¬ 
ies, a dose-related reduction of spermatogenesis and decreased 
organ weights (testes, prostate, seminal vesicles, ovaries, 
uterus, adrenals, and pituitary) were shown. 

Human data: 

Liver cell tumors have been reported in patients receiving long¬ 
term therapy with androgenic anabolic steroids in high doses 
(See WARNINGS). Withdrawal of the drugs did not lead to 
regression of the tumors in all cases. 

Geriatric patients treated with androgenic anabolic steroids 
may be at an increased risk for the development of prostatic 
hypertrophy and prostatic carcinoma. 


Pregnancy: 

Teratogenic effects — 

INDICATIONS) 

Nursing mothers: 

It is not known whether anabolic steroids are excreted in human 
milk. Because of the potential of serious adverse reactions in 
nursing infants from oxandrolone, a decision should be made 
whether to discontinue nursing or to discontinue the drug, tak¬ 
ing into account the importance of the drug to the mother. 


Anabolic agents may accelerate epiphyseal maturation more 
rapidly than linear growth in children and the effect may continue 
for 6 months after the drug has been stopped. Therefore, therapy 
should be monitored by x-ray studies at 6-month intervals in 
order to avoid the risk of compromising adult height. Androgenic 
anabolic steroid therapy should be used very cautiously in chil¬ 
dren and only by specialists who are aware of the effects on 
bone maturation (See WARNINGS). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The following adverse reactions have been associated with use 
of anabolic steroids: 

Hepatic: Cholestatic jaundice with, rarely, hepatic necrosis and 
death. Hepatocellular neoplasms and peliosis hepatis with long¬ 
term therapy (See WARNINGS). Reversible changes in liver 
function tests also occur including increased bromsulfophthalein 
(BSP) retention, and increases in serum bilirubin, aspartate 
aminotransferase (AST, SGOT) and alkaline phosphatase. 

In males: 

Prepubertal: Phallic enlargement and increased frequency or 
persistence of erections. 

Postpubertal: Inhibition of testicular function, testicular atrophy 
and oligospermia, impotence, chronic priapism, epididymitis, 
and bladder irritability. 

In females: 

Clitoral enlargement, menstrual irregularities. 

CNS: Habituation, excitation, insomnia, depression, and 
changes in libido. 

Hematologic: Bleeding in patients on concomitant anticoagulant 
therapy. 

Breast: Gynecomastia. 

Larynx: Deepening of the voice in females. 

Hair: Hirsutism and male pattern baldness in females. 

Skin: Acne (especially in females and prepubertal males). 
Skeletal: Premature closure of epiphyses in children (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Pediatric use). 

Fluid and electrolytes: Edema, retention of serum electrolytes 
(sodium chloride, potassium, phosphate, calcium). 
Metabolic/Endocrine: Decreased glucose tolerance (See PRE¬ 
CAUTIONS: Laboratory tests), increased creatinine excretion, 
increased serum levels of creatinine phosphokinase (CPK). 
Masculinization of the fetus. Inhibition of gonadotropin secretion. 
OVERDOSAGE 

No symptoms or signs associated with overdosage have been 
reported. It is possible that sodium and water retention may 
occur. 

The oral LD,*, of oxandrolone in mice and dogs is greater than 
5,000 mg/kg. No specific antidote is known, but gastric lavage 
may be used. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Therapy with anabolic steroids is adjunctive to and not a replace¬ 
ment for conventional therapy. The duration of therapy with 
Oxandrin (oxandrolone) will depend on the response of the 
patient and the possible appearance of adverse reactions. 
Therapy should be intermittent. 

Adults: The usual adult dosage of Oxandrin is one 2.5-mg tablet 
2 to 4 times daily. However, the response of individuals to ana¬ 
bolic steroids varies, and a daily dosage of as little as 2.5 mg or 
as much as 20 mg may be required to achieve the desired 
response. A course of therapy of 2 to 4 weeks is usually 
adequate. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated. 
Children: For children the total daily dosage of Oxandrin is 
<0.1 mg per kilogram body weight or <0.045 mg per pound of 
body weight. This may be repeated intermittently as indicated.

Oxandrin 2.5-mg tablets are oval, white, and scored with BTG 
on one side and '11" on each side of the scoreline on the other 
side; bottles of 100 (NDC 54396-111-11).

day, September 25 informing her 
that she was terminated as of 
Monday at 5 p.m. 

The B.A.R. reached Stills in her 
office by phone on her last day of 
employment. 

“I was beginning to complain 
about a lot of things I saw around 
here, about people trying to get in 
political good graces. ... Appar¬ 
ently I just don’t fit in with what 
her [Bamba’s] vision is,” she said. 

During the interview, Stills al¬ 
leged that political pressure is 
used to influence the course of in¬ 
vestigations of well-connected 
city contractors, that HRC em¬ 
ployees have been dismissed for 
overstepping these boundaries, 
that HRC investigators implicitly 
understand that they can lose 
their jobs if they pursue certain 
investigations too aggressively, 
and that HRC investigations are 
subject to “great resistance from 
people strategically placed in the 
mayor’s office.” 

However, Stills did not offer 
any specific examples, laughing a 
bit as she mentioned concerns 
about possible retaliation. 

“That is a pure fabrication. That 
does not happen,” said Bamba in 
response to the allegations. “We 
process contracts, issues, and com¬ 
plaints within established proce¬ 
dures as defined by the law.” 

The report 

The report, submitted to 
Bamba in June, sustains the alle¬ 
gations of Florence Wroten, an 
African-American lesbian with 
over 15 years of construction in¬ 
dustry experience, who was a flag¬ 
ger with Condon-Johnson from 
February 1997 until her termina¬ 
tion on October 31,1997. 

Wroten filed a complaint with 
the HRC on December 5,1997 al¬ 
leging that she was subject to sex¬ 
ual harassment by the male em¬ 
ployees of Condon-Johnson; that 
management retaliated when she 
filed a grievance on October 16 
with her union, ultimately firing 
her from her job; that the compa¬ 
ny threatened to initiate criminal 
charges against her for making al¬ 
legedly false claims of sexual ha¬ 
rassment; and that she was dis¬ 
charged because of her refusal to 
submit to a polygraph test to ver¬ 
ify that she is a lesbian. 

The HRC has jurisdiction for 
enforcing nondiscrimination in 
contracting as defined by the San 
Francisco Administrative Code 
Chapter 12B. 

Stills, a contract compliance 
officer with the HRC since the 
end of 1996, with 20 years of ex¬ 
perience with the federal govern¬ 
ment including work as an inves¬ 
tigator, was assigned to investigate 
the complaint. 

Wroten, who has a lover and a 
son, alleged that she received un¬ 
wanted advances from a male co¬ 
worker, and her refusals led to in¬ 
creasing harassment from him and 
other male co-workers; she was 
subjected to verbal taunts at work 
including comments that if she 
had a son she wasn’t really a les¬ 
bian and that it would just take the 
right man to make her straight. 

She is open about her sexual 
orientation on the job site, but felt 
compelled to emphasize that she 
was a lesbian to prove the ad¬ 
vances were not welcomed. 

According to the report, “Ms. 
Wroten believed she could handle 
the unwelcome remarks and re¬ 
quests by demonstrating a contin¬ 
ued courteousness and polite 
manner to the male co-worker.” 

That included accepting an in¬ 
vitation to visit the man at his 
home to view samples of Christ¬ 


mas ornaments he makes as a 
hobby. The man became intoxi¬ 
cated “and frightened her 
[Wroten] to the point she fled the 
cabin and locked herself in [the 
man’s] pickup truck until the next 
morning,” according to the report. 

The harassment at work be¬ 
came more pronounced, included 
more men, and began to include 
unwanted physical touching. 

Accuse the accuser 

Wroten took the matter to her 
union, Laborer’s Union Local 389, 
in San Mateo County, and a meet¬ 
ing was held with the manage¬ 
ment of Condon-Johnson. 

The company hired a private 
investigator who concluded 
Wroten was not a victim of sexu¬ 
al harassment, and she was fired 
for allegedly filing a false claim 
sexual harassment. 

The report written by Stills 
concludes “that the focus of the 
investigation was on the accuser 
rather than the accused” and that 
“Condon-Johnson failed in its 
commitment to provide Ms. 
Wroten with a work environment 
free of harassment, coercion and 
intimidation, as required by the 
Ordinance [Chapter 12B]. 

“If this action on the part of em¬ 
ployers is condoned, the results will 
be a chilling effect for women com¬ 
ing forward with presumable mer¬ 
itorious sexual harassment com¬ 
plaints and increase in hostile 
working environments for women.” 

The report sustains Wroten’s 
allegations of sexual harassment 
creating a hostile work environ¬ 
ment, retaliation, and termination 
for refusing to submit to a poly¬ 
graph test to verify her sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Stills stated that Condon-John¬ 
son refused to cooperate during 
the investigation, and refused to 
provide documents pertinent to 
the case, as mandated by the 
pledge of nondiscrimination the 
company signed in order to obtain 
a contract with San Francisco. 

Irrelevant lesbianism 

Kate Kendell, with the Nation¬ 
al Center for Lesbian Rights 
(NCLR), sees this as a classic story 
of the harassment often directed 
at women in a typically male- 
dominated industry and is con¬ 
cerned that Wroten’s sexual orien¬ 
tation became an issue. 

“Whether a women is lesbian 
or not is absolutely irrelevant to 
whether she was harassed or not. 
Sexual harassment is against the 
law, there is no exception for les¬ 
bians,” said Kendell. 

“Generally, most lesbians 
would never reveal their sexual 
orientation because in most states 
they can be fired for that,” she 
said. “It should have been enough 
for her [Wroten] to say [the ad¬ 
vances] were unwanted.” 

The report recommends a 
penalty against Condon-Johnson 
including both a $50-per-day fine, 
one of the punishments defined 
in the administrative code, as well 
as a prohibition against the com¬ 
pany obtaining any additional 
contracts from San Francisco 
until it establishes a program in 
conformity with the nondiscrim¬ 
ination provisions in the admin¬ 
istrative code. 

Bamba stated that a final re¬ 
port should be issued sometime 
after Still’s then-supervisor, who 
oversaw the investigation, returns 
from vacation on October 23. 

“Condon Johnson maintains 
that its employment decisions re¬ 
garding Ms. Wroten were neither 
based on Ms. Wroten’s sexual ori¬ 
entation nor any other prohibited 
basis under federal and state law,” 
said Robert Landau, attorney for 
Condon-Johnson, in a written 
statement. 

The statement made reference 


to a three-day arbitration hearing 
that resulted in a ruling in favor of 
the company. “The preliminary 
finding by the Human Rights 
Commission’s Contract Compli¬ 
ance Officer was not based on a 
similar [arbitration] hearing, was 
not conducted in accord with 
normal due process requirements, 
and furthermore, has not been 
adopted as a final determination 
from the Director of the Human 
Rights Commission.” 

Peter Nardoza, deputy director 
of public affairs for the airport 
said, “I would not know why there 
is a delay by Ms. Bamba. I did un¬ 
derstand that Ms. Stills did finish 
a report in June.” 

The airport and the HRC have 
a contentious history resulting in 
large part from a dispute over ju¬ 
risdiction and authority over con¬ 
tractors that began at the end of 
1996 resulting in a court ruling in 
favor of the HRC. 

The San Francisco Airport 
Commission had awarded a con¬ 
tract to build a $137 million light 
rail system people mover to Mit¬ 
subishi Heavy Industries in De¬ 
cember 1996 only to have the 
company ruled ineligible by 
Bamba based on the amount of 
women- and minority-owned 
subcontractors. 

Superior Judge William Cahill 
ruled in February that the voter- 
approved city charter gives ulti¬ 
mate authority on contractor 
compliance with affirmative ac¬ 
tion rules to the HRC. 

The Wroten case has been re¬ 
assigned to the Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender, and HIV 
Unit of the HRC with the goal of 
releasing a final finding after re¬ 
view of the information, accord¬ 
ing to Larry Brinken, coordinator 
of the unit. ▼

The most promising new HIV drug?

P eople with HIV/AIDS clear¬ 
ly need new options. The 
need for new drugs and new 
targets is evident by the growing 
number of people who are 
“breaking through” current com¬ 
bination therapy, and seeing 
their viral loads rebound 
into the detectable 
range and beyond. ( 

As in battle, the 
more targets that are 
hit, the more the enemy 
is weakened; the weaker 
the viral infection, the 
more likely it can be 
destroyed altogether. 
Unfortunately, cur¬ 
rent combination 
therapies to hit the virus in multi¬ 
ple targets are toxic, and require 
incredibly complex dosing regi¬ 
mens with up to 40 pills a day. 

And although today’s treat¬ 
ments include effective drugs that 
target the protease and reverse 
transcriptase enzymes, there is 
still a need for new ways to attack 
HIV because its amazing muta¬ 
tion capabilities weaken the cur¬ 
rent treatments - and in some 
cases make them useless. People 
with HIV need new drugs that at¬ 
tack the virus at a different point 
of its life cycle, either to add ben¬ 
efit to current therapies or, possi¬ 
bly, to be more effective as a 
monotherapy. 


Robert Gallo, co-discoverer of 
HIV, sent a promising message to 
the Geneva World AIDS confer¬ 
ence this summer when he spoke 
about new targets for drug deliv¬ 
ery. One of the new targets he 
spoke about is fusion, the process 
where HIV attaches to a CD4 cell 
or t-cell. The process is complex, 
and if all the stages are not in 
place the virus cannot attach, in¬ 
vade, take over the cell, and 
replicate. A new drug 
called T-20 competes 
with this natural 
process, and stops in¬ 
vasion outside the cell 
that HIV attaches to. T- 
20 is identical to a part 
of the HIV gp 41 at¬ 
tachment arm crucial 
for fusion. In early 
studies, it has been 
shown to stop the fusion process 
in HIV. 

While there are many ques¬ 
tions to be answered with this 
new therapy and mode of action, 
there is hope that it may be a pos¬ 
sibly more effective treatment 
than any of the 14 available anti- 
HIV drugs today. Because the 
mode of action is different than 
current therapies that are failing 
for many people, there shouldn’t 
be fear of cross resistance. 

Pager-sized pump 

Virus levels drop very rapidly 
with T-20 according to one early 
study. Also, since the drug works 
outside of cells, it has been shown 


to have fewer side effects because 
it is not toxic to cells. Granted 
there is little information on toxi¬ 
cides in large numbers of patients, 
but theoretically with T-20, the 
side effects should be minimal. 
There is one important caveat: the 
drug has to be administered with a 
24-hour pump or at least at regu¬ 
lar intervals by subcutaneous in¬ 
jection. According to Trimeris, the 
company that makes the drug, in¬ 
jection is absolutely necessary to 


ensure proper drug delivery. The 
drug cannot be absorbed in the 
human gastro-intestinal tract 
through an oral form. So tests 
need to be done to see if a pump 
or regular injections will work. 

The pager-sized pump worn 
outside the body allows T-20 to be 
administered slowly and con¬ 
stantly with a small needle under 
the skin. Any injection into a per¬ 
son with a compromised immune 
system, especially one that is per¬ 
manently in place, raises concerns 
about infection. Also, the pump is 
not completely practical in people 
who may be active. Now that peo¬ 
ple with HIV are living longer and 
becoming more active, the pump 
may not be something they want 
to deal with. And wearing a pump 
may be a constant reminder that 
they have HIV. However, a similar 
pump has been successfully used 
in diabetics for years, and few 
problems have been seen. 

A second phase of study of the 
new drug is underway in San 
Francisco. Two sites, San Francis¬ 
co General Hospital and Quest 
Clinical Research, will be con¬ 
ducting the trial locally while nine 
other U.S. sites will be enrolling 
patients. The study has fairly open 
inclusion criteria due to the need 
to study the drug in people who 
have taken all of the available 
treatments. Participants can be on 
any stable antiretroviral regimen 
during the 28-day study, or can 
choose to be on no concurrent 
therapy at all. A viral load of at 
least 5,000 is required. This study 
is a safety, proof of concept trial to 
learn about the effectiveness of 
the drug administered with the 
small pump. One arm of the study 
will use the subcutaneous delivery 
(by needle) at intervals and one 
arm will be used to compare to 
the 24-hour pump. Although 
drug continuation will not be of¬ 
fered after this 28-day study, par¬ 
ticipants will be eligible for a later 
trial yet to be designed. 

Activists worked diligently 
with the company to ensure a trial 
design that would not only pro¬ 
vide data for ongoing develop¬ 
ment of the drug, but also include 
people who needed it most. The 
company has been forthcoming 
with its plans for development of 
T-20 and has several phases of re¬ 
search planned. With each phase 
of development Trimeris has 
worked with the community and 
has changed study design to en¬ 
sure the drug is tested in the most 


expeditious, productive, and eth¬ 
ical manner. 

Encouraged so far 

The present trial (003) is en¬ 
rolling patients now, and will 
probably be fully enrolled by the 
end of October. Results should be 
presented at the retrovirus meet¬ 
ing in Chicago in January. We may 
know by early next year whether 
T-20 will be as promising as 
everyone thinks it is. There is con¬ 
cern with T-20 that the ever-pre¬ 
sent resistance problem encoun¬ 
tered by all current HIV therapies 
will eventually show up. The re¬ 
sistance does appear, but seems to 
take longer to develop in the test 
tube than with most drugs. It is 
not known whether resistance will 
be the major problem it is in other 
HIV drugs like the protease in¬ 
hibitors until further clinical 
studies are performed. 

Jay Lalezari, principal investiga¬ 
tor for T-20 at Quest Clinical Re¬ 
search, stated, “I think T-20 is the 
most promising new AIDS treat¬ 
ment directed at a new target of 
the HIV viral life cycle, but the 
biggest obstacle will be the mode 
of delivery with either the pump or 
by subcutaneous injections. I am 
encouraged by results I’ve seen so 
far in patients enrolled at Quest.” 

There are at least two other 
companies developing drugs to tar¬ 
get the fusion process in the HIV 
life cycle. Both are in earlier devel¬ 
opment. It is encouraging given 
“AIDS exceptionalism,” apathy, and 
market saturation of current anti- 
HIV drugs that there is energy to¬ 
ward development of brand new 
drugs targeted towards other parts 
of the HIV life cycle. Studies com¬ 
ing out in the next year will prove 
whether there is interest in contin¬ 
uing development. But first, proof 
that these new drugs are as promis¬ 
ing as they appear to be will be the 
question people with AIDS, re¬ 
searchers, and pharmaceutical in¬ 
terests are waiting for. 

It is critical that this research 
continue because so many people 
have taken the 14 other drugs that 
are available. These people des¬ 
perately need treatment options 
that aren’t cross resistant to all the 
therapies they have tried so that 
they can have yet another chance 
at survival. ▼

Medal urge

t oes being competitive help 
us in our athletic pursuits? 

' Many of us learned to de¬ 
spise competition as a “straight 
male thing,” not appropriate for 
enlightened gay folk. But is com¬ 
petition, and the awarding of 
medals, good for us? 

At the next annual meeting of 
the Federation of Gay Games in 
Seattle, delegates from around the 
world will consider redefin¬ 
ing the goals of Gay 
Games. Among the top¬ 
ics, along with a lengthy 
discussions of the many 
successes and failures of 
Gay Games V, is the ques¬ 
tion of whether medals should 
be given out at all. 

Some contend that 
medals make for a 
too-competitive envi¬ 
ronment. In an August 
article in London’s 
Pink Paper , a lesbian swimmer 
contended that the events were 
too competitive, and that “pros” 
in the amateur environment 
“cheated” by lowering their esti¬ 
mated ability, so as to rack up 
extra medals. 

“It was quite clear that some 
competitors were going all-out to 
win medals by qualifying for a 
lower category than they were re¬ 
ally qualified,” said British Gay 
Games organizer Sue Emerson. 
Letters following the article 
trashed the accusations as “sour 
grapes,” as well as being “highly 
inaccurate.” 

Federation Executive Director 
Scott Mandell said that the 
medals debate “is not a new 
topic,” one that is always consid¬ 
ered in the discussion of the fu¬ 
ture of the Gay Games. 

But how will people compete if 
there is no qualifying culmina¬ 
tion, no assessment of who is the 
“best?” And how do athletes feel 
about medals? No sport has more 
competitors, and more medalists, 
than swimming. It also has some 
of the most driven jocks around. 


And even if winning many 
medals are deserved, many 
medalists balanced the line be¬ 
tween pride and modesty when 
displaying their wins. “Every¬ 
body’s seen those people who 
went around Friendship Village 
clanking around with a bunch of 
medals,” said one athlete. 

With eight medals in swim¬ 
ming, 42-year-old Bart McDer¬ 
mott is one of those multi-medal¬ 
ists, although he admits he didn’t 
do that much “clanking around.” 

McDermott swam to the level 
of All-American at 
Allegheny College 
in Philadelphia. 
After graduating - and com¬ 
ing out in his mid-20’s - he 
“pretty much took 15 years 
off” from swimming, how¬ 
ever, and only started 
back into serious 
swimming in 1993 in 
preparation for Gay 
Games 1994 in New 
York. There, he “only” 
won a silver in the 200-meter but¬ 
terfly, but it served to prove some¬ 
thing to him, that he was good 
enough to work harder. “I put my 
life on hold to get ready for Gay 
Games,” said the San Francisco 
business consultant. 

McDermott says he’ll “take 
anyone on who wants to say it was 
too easy for me. I worked my tail 
off. I’ve been in Masters events 
where they just give out ribbons,” 
a process he says diminishes the 
caliber of a competition. “The fact 
that these are the Gay Games al¬ 
most necessitates medals. 

“I understand that no-medals 
thinking,” he said, “but it strikes 
me as odd that they’d be making 
this within the confines of Gay 
Games. It’s not meant to be exclu¬ 
sive. This is an opportunity for 
people at all different levels to 
participate. It mirrors life.” 

As to the process of even dis¬ 
cussing elimination of medals? 
“I’m sure [Gay Games founder] 
Tom Waddell is turning over in 
his grave.” 

So, who is to say that McDer¬ 
mott was “too competitive?” Who 


can deny the victory of someone 
who competes in many events, 
and wins? Shouldn’t that kind of 
participation, as well as that of 
novices, be encouraged? 

A San Franciscan swimmer 
who “spent the entire week get¬ 
ting fourth and fifth places,” Matt 
Lewis created a “scrap medal” cat¬ 
egory for himself. Knowing he 
would be able to pick up his par¬ 
ticipant medal at the Amsterdam 
train station on his way out, the 
modest yet talented competitor 
did eventually win a bronze to¬ 
ward the week’s end, knowing 
“some people wouldn’t show up 
after a week of competing.” 

Lewis was even more of a win¬ 
ner when he ended up in hosted 
housing in the suburb of Amers- 
foort, which is 35 kilometers from 
Amsterdam, but right where the 
crowded swimming events took 
place. Many criticized the distance 
between one of the more popular 
events and the host city itself. Oth¬ 
ers who didn’t plan on the dis¬ 
tance simply withstood the pre¬ 
dawn bus rides and 14-hour days 
at the pool. Such tenacity merits at 
least a participant medal. 

But do we place too much 
value on ourselves in light of our 
medals? Hugh Cadena, a Toronto 
swimmer, thinks not. He received 
medals as a straight swimmer in 
his teen years, and more rewards 
as a gay swimmer, “but I’m still 
looking for gold, whatever that 
means for me.” 

“We have ex-Olympic medalist 
[Bruce Hayes] swimming with 
IGLA [International Gay and Les¬ 
bian Aquatics],” said Cadena. “A lot 
of people go to the events for the 
participation, friendship and fun, 
and others go for the ‘gold’ and 
they work hard for that. A medal 
from the Gay Games has a very 
special meaning and value, and is 
a way to obtain a reward for the ef¬ 
forts put into the competition.” He 
sees it as a way for “gay athletes to 
show the world, friends, and our¬ 
selves that we are ‘good enough.’” 

Some feel even more emphatic 
about medals. “There is no hubris 
at having vanquished other ho¬ 
mosexuals to have reached that 
point,” says Jerry Keenan of Team 
Tampa Bay. Fie believes that 
medals exemplify “only the per¬ 
sonal triumph of winning, of hav¬ 
ing done their best, and having 
been recognized for that accom¬ 
plishment in a gay setting. Noth¬ 
ing could be so inspiring to clos¬ 
eted homosexuals and young gay 
people than to see those people 
who have reached the award plat¬ 
form at Gay Games standing tall 
and proud. It is something to 
strive for, to work for and to sac¬ 
rifice for.” ▼

and to air some grievances. While 
there is enough blame to go 
around in terms of what led to the 
problems, most of the staff inter¬ 
viewed expressed reservations 
about the leadership of H. Alexan¬ 
der Robinson, former chair of 
NTFAP’s board of directors. Some 
questioned his ability to be an ef¬ 
fective board chair, and said he was 
more interested in photo opportu¬ 
nities in Washington D.C., where 
he lives, than with solving the task 
force’s problems or recruiting 
board members who could help 
raise much-needed money. 

Rise and fall of NTFAP 

When well-known AIDS ac¬ 
tivist Reggie Williams started 
NTFAP in 1988, serving as its first 
executive director, it was the dawn 
of AIDS activism coming from the 
African-American community. As 
the agency grew over the years, it 
started operating local programs, 
as it provided technical assistance 
to HIV/AIDS organizations 
throughout the nation, primarily 
those serving people of color. 

Robinson joined the board 
three years ago, and brought Solis- 
Marich aboard as CEO in the 
spring of 1997. 

Last year the agency launched 
its ambitious “Recreating Our Fu¬ 
ture” campaign that sought to 
“bring the resources to bear to 
end the AIDS epidemic among 
gay men of color.” The goal was to 
halve the number of new HIV in¬ 
fections among gay men of color, 
and effectively end the epidemic 
in these communities by 2002. 

NTFAP suspended its three 
local programs this spring, when 
a deficit - believed to be around 
$500,000 - was spiraling out of 
control and neither corporate 
funders nor the city would bail 
out the agency. Solis-Marich went 
to Mayor Willie Brown’s office in 
the hopes of getting $300,000 to 
help keep the agency afloat; he 
was turned down. 

“We’re between a rock and a 
hard place,” Solis-Marich told the 
B.A.R. at the time. “We have a 
deficit from years previous to me 
being here. What happened was 
there was no system in place to do 
appropriate tracking, so we need¬ 
ed to put those systems in place.” 

A city fiscal monitoring report 
on NTFAP, done in 1997 and cov¬ 
ering prior years, revealed that ac¬ 
counting controls were inade¬ 
quate and many expenses and re¬ 
imbursements were questionable 
- and, in at least one case, inap¬ 
propriate. That expense involved 
giving an advance of nearly 
$6,000 in relocation costs to a job 
candidate who then declined the 
job. There’s no record of the 
money being repaid. 

In March, Dick Pabich, who 
was then the mayor’s HIV/AIDS 
policy advisor, said one of the 
concerns the city had with NTFAP 
was its board of directors. “The 
composition of the board is large¬ 
ly the same people that have run 
up the deficit in the first place,” 
Pabich said at the time. 

Robinson acknowledged to the 
B.A.R. that the inability to recruit 
and retain local board members was 
a major problem for the agency. 

Like a fire drill 

Erick Brown, who currently 
works at New Village, a former 
task force local program aimed at 
African-American gay and bisex¬ 
ual men that was taken over by the 
Black Coalition on AIDS when 
NTFAP’s local programs were 
parceled out to other fiscal agents 
to keep them going, offered a 
chilling picture of the final days of 
NTFAP. New Village and the task

force’s administration had worked 
out of the same Market Street of¬ 
fice building. 

“I was left a duty which I accept¬ 
ed - to close down the office,” 
Brown told the B.A.R. He said 
NTFAP took its toll on Solis-Marich 
at the end. “The last five days he was 
holed up in his office with the doors 
locked,” he said. “He did not secure 
anything. It was a 10-year-old orga¬ 
nization. Personnel records could 
have fallen into the hands of some¬ 
one who could do some damage. He 
talked to reporters, but he wouldn’t 
talk with us. 

“I got my information about 
the task force from elevator con¬ 
versations,” Brown continued. 
“The only thing owned [by the 
task force] of any great value were 
the financial department comput¬ 
ers, which are in storage.” 

Brown said he learned from 
the building superintendent that 
Solis-Marich left town after load¬ 
ing his computer into his vehicle 
at a back entrance to the Market 
Street building in June. Robinson 
said Solis-Marich has moved to 
Los Angeles. 

Brown said. “When Mario 
walked out of there, the dust had¬ 
n’t settled. There were still dishes 
in the sink - in water. Lights and 
computers were on. 

“It was just like people ran out 
for a fire drill.” 

The group that spoke with the 
B.A.R. included Brown, who 
served as an executive assistant for 
the task force before he worked at 
New Village; Islena Faircrest, for¬ 
mer grants manager; Eugene Vin- 
luan-Pagal, formerly of the devel¬ 
opment and communications de¬ 
partment; Byron Mason, who was 
the national community planner; 
and Al Cunningham, who was the 
first full-time media coordinator 
in the early 1990s. Virtually all of 
them said the task force owes 
them money, and were critical of 
Robinson and Solis-Marich’s clo¬ 
sure of the agency, leaving clients 
with no advance warning of 
where to turn for services. 

“I couldn’t live with myself if I 
left the office the way Mario did,” 
said Faircrest, adding that the fur¬ 
niture and other items, such as the 
volumes of research compiled by 
the task force over the years, 
should have been given to other 
local organizations that could 
have used the items and the infor¬ 
mation. “The landlord of the 
building came in and threw a lot 
of it away.” 

Payroll diverted, owed 

Faircrest said of NTFAP board 
members, “They were out of 
touch with the line staff. The 
board never met with the line 
staff.” Staff morale was extremely 
low and the situation was painful 
for the workers, the group said. 
“Since I was in the development 
department I was dealing with 
sending out [applications for] 
grants,” Faircrest told the B.A.R., 


recalling how one prospective 
funder mentioned that the foun¬ 
dation she worked for - and oth¬ 
ers - were aware of NTFAP’s high 
staff turnover rate, something that 
didn’t instill confidence in poten¬ 
tial big money donors. 

“We can’t fund something so 
unstable,” became a comment 
Faircrest heard often, from the 
Academy of Friends, the Horizons 
Foundation, the Tides Founda¬ 
tion, and others, she said. 

“The Gill Foundation grant for 
$20,000 earmarked for ‘Recreating 
Our Future’ was spent on payroll,” 
Pagalsaid. 

According to NTFAP, the Gill 
Foundation money was to be used 
to convene a national meeting of 
public health and policy experts 
to create a strategic plan for 
“Recreating Our Future.” 

Many line staff left the agency 
when the fiscal problems reached 
the breaking point this year and 
the task force was unable to meet 
its payroll; Mason, Pagal, and 
Brown were among the ones who 
hung on until the end. Although 
Faircrest had left on maternity 
leave, she, too, is owed money. 

“We were doing these trainings 
across the country for free,” said 
Mason. “Despite all of the things, 
we really believed in what we were 
doing.” 

On July 2, Pagal sent a letter to 
Robinson requesting that he be 
paid a total of $5,301.88 in back 
pay and reimbursements. “The 
National Task Force on AIDS Pre¬ 
vention has reached a financial 


and professional impasse,” Pagal 
wrote. “Unfortunately, employees 
are not immune to NTFAP’s fi¬ 
nancial woes. As a member of the 
technical assistance and training 
department (previously known as 
national programs), I was one of 
the last remaining employees, 
continuing to work without a 
paycheck since May 1. During that 
period, Mario Solis-Marich, chief 
executive officer of NTFAP, con¬ 
tinually assured the technical as¬ 
sistance and training staff that the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, our sole source of 
funding, would soon reimburse 
the agency for salaries. 

“The CDC ultimately never re¬ 
imbursed NTFAP for salaries,” 
Pagal stated. “On June 15, Mr. 
Solis-Marich finally laid me off, 
citing a severe lack of funds and a 
continually mounting debt. He, 
however, did not provide me with 
a much-needed severance check 
to cover the eight unpaid weeks I 
worked, my 112 hours of unused 
vacation/personal time, and an 
outstanding reimbursement owed 
to me from October 1997. 

“As a member of the board of 
directors of the National Task 
Force on AIDS Prevention, you 
and eight others are fiscally re¬ 
sponsible for the agency’s finan¬ 
cial obligations,” Pagal wrote. He 
sent a copy of his letter to Carole 
Sillick with the state Department 
of Industrial Relations, Division 
of Labor Standards Enforcement. 

Robinson told the B.A.R. that 
while he is no longer on the board 


- his term ended in July - he has 
referred the matter of employee 
compensation to other NTFAP 
board members, who, he said, 
have entered into negotiations 
with the CDC regarding the salary 
issues. Robinson said he does not 
know the status of those talks. 

Who has accountability? 

Cunningham said he believes 
Robinson is more concerned 
about being “in the corridors of 
power” than working to make 
NTFAP viable. “It’s a lot easier to 
go to the next photo op with Bill 
[Clinton] as opposed to real grass¬ 
roots work,” said Cunningham. “I 
don’t know how he [Robinson] 
became a poster person for HIV.” 

The staff also painted Robin¬ 
son as a micro-manager who ulti¬ 
mately controlled decisions made 
by Solis-Marich, as well as his pre¬ 
decessors, Stephan Oxendine and 
Randy Miller. Robinson has de¬ 
nied the charge. 

“Stephan was retiring the debt 
and being micro-managed by 
Alexander, [getting] at least two 
phone calls a day. I’m sure it did 
continue,” Brown said. “Mario was 
a friend of Alexander’s and had 
done consulting work. I was the 
executive assistant to Mario and he 
would send us a bill and I’d try to 
figure it out. He can’t gd his own 
billing straight. I’ve come to the 
conclusion that I don’t blame 
Mario, he was used as a patsy.” 

Cunningham said the larger 
question is the future of agencies 
run by and for communities of 
color. “It concerns me, who does 
have ultimate oversight and ac¬ 
countability? Where does the city 
and county of San Francisco come 
into the picture? How did things 
get to the point where the federal 
government felt it had to pull the 
plug?” He said bells should have 
gone off at the CDC, from which 
a significant portion of NTFAP’s 
operating funds came, as soon as 
the initial reports came back that 
showed deficiencies. 

“The decisions task force lead¬ 
ers made were not in the best in¬ 
terest of serving any community 
they were trying to serve,” Cun¬ 
ningham said. “The real issue is 
dealing with the ongoing issue of 
the epidemic and African-Ameri¬ 
can and other communities of 
color. Those who forget the 
lessons of history are condemned 
to repeat them.” ▼

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'Like a Vampire' at NCT 

Bloodsports

'? 1' ampires don’t care if you’re 
lyf LGBT or straight, so the no¬ 
tion of recasting the Dracu- 
la story in overtly homoerotic 
terms isn’t particularly radical. 
But in Like a Vampire, a new play 
opening the New Conservatory 
Theatre’s fourth Pride season, 
playwright Bru Dye hasn’t taken 
the easy route to this sex change. 
Instead of just a campy parody, he 
has created a sometimes discom¬ 
forting world where heroes are 
hard to identify and AIDS is an 
unmistakable subtext. 

There are recognizable names 
and scenarios taking us into the 
story, including the stranded trav¬ 
eler Jonathan Harker, who must 
take refuge at Dracula’s castle, and 
vampire expert Dr. Van Helsing, 
who now has a handsome son 
who has become curiously wan. 
That the doctor’s treatment in¬ 
cludes highly eroticized blood 
transfusions between father and 
son is an early sign that Van Hels¬ 
ing may no longer be one of the 
good guys, an impression amply 
confirmed as the story continues. 

Sprinkled with gags that most¬ 
ly make only mild impressions, 
the story becomes a battle be¬ 
tween the repressed sexuality of 
Victorian England and the libera¬ 
tion that Dracula offers. Though 
inconsistently developed, it’s an 


interesting take that becomes 
clearer as the evening progresses. 

The play, seen at the final pre¬ 
view, is built from numerous 
short scenes, an episodic structure 
that can make difficult the actors’ 
efforts at character development 
and that challenges director Ar¬ 
turo Catricala to sustain an en¬ 
veloping energy. Success in these 
regards is mixed, though sharpen¬ 
ing can be expected as the run 
continues. 

As he did in Bram Stoker’s orig¬ 
inal novel, Dracula only appears 
intermittently in Dye’s adaptation, 
more as an icon than a full charac-

ter. But Michal Gizinski makes ef¬ 
fective use of his moments center 
stage, creating a sensuous, charis¬ 
matic figure that gets a credibility 
boost from the actor’s authentic 
Middle European accent. 

An English accent proves a 
struggle for Jason Mannino as 
Jonathan Harker, though there is 
something playfully bad about 
Mannino’s take on melodramatic 
acting styles. There is wry comic 
finesse in Aaron Brace’s perfor¬ 


mances as a young man fighting 
his sexual urges and his insane 
twin brother who voraciously 
drinks in his sexuality. Dennis 
Parks, who so keenly played an 
oafish character in My Night With 
Reg last season at NCT, doesn’t 
have as clear a take on Van Hels¬ 
ing, a comic character with alarm¬ 
ing psychopathologies. Billy Allen 
friskily plays Van Helsing’s son, 
who finds his liberation in the af¬ 
terlife. 


Like a Vampire, finally, is both 
more and less of what you might 
expect from a gay version of Drac¬ 
ula: more in its sociological ex¬ 
plorations, and less in its delivery 
of ribald good times. T

Sexual indiscretions in China

or many years, the official 
position of Communist 
$1 China was that there was no 

homosexuality within its borders. 
This laughably ridiculous asser¬ 
tion takes a well-deserved drub¬ 
bing at the hands of Zhang Yuan’s 
East Palace, West Palace, the first 
feature film about homosexuals to 
come out of China. 

A-Lan (Si Han) is a young gay 
writer who regularly cruises a 
public park in order to meet other 
men. The center of activity is — 
what else — a public restroom, 
and the heavily wooded area sur¬ 
rounding it. This beehive of 
covert sexual encounters is con¬ 
stantly being disrupted by the 
park police, who beat, harass, and 
arrest the participants for their 
grievous sexual indiscretions. One 
night, A-Lan, who is known to the 
police as a tearoom habitue, is 
taken in for interrogation by a po¬ 
liceman played by Hu Jun. 

In the otherwise empty park 
police building, the officer inter¬ 
rogates A-Lan about his past and 
his present circumstances. The 
two begin a psychological dance 
of attraction and repulsion that il¬ 
luminates the blurred distinctions 
between who is gay and who is 
not, while it also serves as 
metaphor. Symbolically, the po¬ 
liceman may be seen to represent 
the oppression of the Chinese 
communist government, as A-Lan 


represents the gay community. 
But there are also interesting in¬ 
tellectual parallels to the police¬ 
man as sadist and A-Lan as 
masochist; the issue of gender 
stereotyping; the influence of an¬ 
cient Chinese tradition on 
20th-century behavior; and the 
appeal of uniformed policemen as 
objects of sexual fantasy. 

Character studies 

East Palace, West Palace is basi¬ 
cally a two-character dialogue that 


takes place within the claustro¬ 
phobic confines of the police sta¬ 
tion. There are some flashbacks to 
A-Lan’s childhood and early 
adulthood, but most of the action 
occurs between A-Lan and the po¬ 
liceman. Si Han and Hu Jun both 
turn in strong performances in the 
leading roles, and the screenplay 
(by Zhang Yuan and Wang Xiabo) 
leads them in a direction that mir¬ 
rors the early work of Jean Genet 
and Harold Pinter. But tortured 
character studies, regardless of 
their depth of perception, can be 
tortuous to watch. In this respect, 
East Palace, West Palace suffers 


from the pitfalls of its genre. At 
times, the film progresses at a pace 
that could most mercifully be de¬ 
scribed as European. 

Cinematographer Zhang Jian 
creates a cinematic work of excep¬ 
tional physical beauty. The open¬ 
ing shots are particularly captivat¬ 
ing, as the camera peers through 
the barren winter branches of the 
trees and scans the park for signs 
of life among all the dark, gray 
deadness of the terrain. Art direc¬ 
tor An Bing makes wonderful use 


of bright primary colors to enliven 
the proceedings and illuminate 
the recollections of A-Lan regard¬ 
ing the past and his fantasies. Even 
the floor of the police station, a 
worn pastiche of colorful mosaic 
tiles, stands out as a beautiful and 
unexpected work of art in the 
most mundane setting. 

East Palace, West Palace is a mo¬ 
tion picture that is so controversial 
in the country which inspired it 
that, like most of Director Zhang 
Juan’s work, it cannot be shown in 
China. And although the film may 
be tame by Western standards, it is 
impossible not to admire the film¬ 


maker for his courage, talent, and 
willingness to speak of the love 
that still dare not speak its name in 
his native land. ▼

markable for the way they com¬ 
bine glossy romanticism, soft 
focus, and even softer lighting, 
with a gritty hard-edged realism. 
All of this cinematic technique is 
put to good use in Lolita. The 
only flaw in Lyne’s approach is 
his failure, and that of screen¬ 
writer Schiff, to incorporate 
Nabakov’s light sense of ironic 
humor into the proceedings. 
There is humor here, but it 
comes in the form of bigger, oc¬ 
casionally slapstick moments 
that play like non sequiturs in an 
otherwise melancholy affair. But 
this defect is not enough to di¬ 
minish the many accomplish¬ 
ments of an otherwise excellent 
film. Translating great literature 
to the screen is always a difficult 
proposition, and Lyne does bet¬ 
ter than anyone could have rea¬ 
sonably expected. T

Jeremy Irons and Dominique Swain in Lolita

j i| 11 the hoopla surrounding 
JIJI the long-delayed release of 
Adrian Lyne’s Lolita might 
leave viewers expecting the cine¬ 
matic equivalent of JonBenet 
Ramsey as Irma La Douce. In¬ 
stead, this latest version of 
Vladimir Nabokov’s classic novel 
is a subdued and elegant cine¬ 
matic accomplishment, one that 
is sexually suggestive, but not 
sexually explicit. The current 
Lolita is a fine film, unlikely to 
offend anyone other than 
right-wing fanatics. 

Stanley Kubrick’s 1962 ver¬ 
sion of Lolita was tragically 
flawed by the casting of non-ac¬ 
tress Sue Lyon in the title role. 
Lyon did not have a believable 
moment onscreen; the earlier 
film was carried by James 
Mason’s incredible charm and 
the sheer force of Shelley Win¬ 
ters’ personality. In the current 
version, actress Dominique 
Swain plays the nymphet. With 
the assistance of director Adrian 
Lyne, Swain strikes the perfect 
balance between juvenile clown¬ 
ing and awkward sexual seduc¬ 
tion. Her performance rings true 
throughout the story, allowing 
the constellation of characters 
orbiting around Lolita to fall 
nicely into place. 

Those who have not read 
Nabokov’s novel have missed 
one of the great works of 
20th-century fiction. The book 
not only provides the definitive 
description of sexual obsession, 
but it offers a wonderful and wry 
send-up of American culture 
and social mores of the 1950s. 
Humbert Humbert (Jeremy 
Irons) is a British professor spe¬ 
cializing in French literature, 
who ends up as a boarder in the 
New England home of the sexu¬ 
ally frustrated Charlotte Haze 
(Melanie Griffith) and her 
daughter Lolita. Humbert, who 
is irresistibly attracted to young 
Lolita, ends up marrying her 
mother. And when Charlotte 
dies in a freak accident, there is 
nothing to impede the inevitable 
progress of his sexual relation¬ 
ship with his young stepdaugh¬ 
ter. The lovers take off on a 
cross-country journey, pursued 
by their nemesis, local play¬ 
wright and serious letch Clare 
Quilty (Frank Langella). 

Tormented obsession 

Screenwriter Stephen Schiff 
provides an intelligent adapta¬ 
tion of Nabokov’s novel. Schiff’s 
task — a cinematic rendering of 
Nabokov’s brilliant prose — is 
an almost impossible one, but 
the product is certainly re¬ 
spectable. Jeremy Irons’ brood¬ 
ing Humbert parallels the seri¬ 
ous, if not somber tone of Lyne’s 
film. His tormented obsession 
with the young Lolita is positive¬ 
ly operatic in its dramatic un¬ 
folding, and Irons is especially 
effective at portraying Hum¬ 
bert’s desperation and remorse 
in his final encounter with the 
adult Lolita. Melanie Griffith is 
adequate as Lolita’s desperate 
mother, and Frank Langella 
strikes an appropriately menac¬ 
ing tone as Quilty (although his 
sexagenarian full monty is a pe¬ 
culiar choice). 

Cinematographer Howard 
Atherton and production de¬ 
signer Jon Huntman collaborate 


to create a startlingly beautiful 
production. Small-town Ameri¬ 
ca has rarely been so splendidly 
seductive, its peaches and cream 
complexion offset by white pick¬ 
et fences and green pastoral ex¬ 
panses. Languid summer after¬ 
noons are relieved by cooling 
drops of water splashed by the 
lawn sprinkler or cocktails 
served on the porch swing. Yet in 
the background there are dis¬ 
turbing images that foreshadow 
doom; moths are electrocuted by 
terminal jolts from a bug-zapper, 
and flies make one final landing 
onto flypaper. It is all wonderful¬ 
ly, and appropriately, sensuous. 
With the complement of Ennio 
Morricone’s lushly orchestrated 
soundtrack, this is an Adrian 
Lyne film from start to finish. 

Even Lyne’s more pedestrian 
work ( Jacob’s Ladder, Indecent 
Proposal ) carries the hallmark of 
exceptional production values. 
And Lyne’s signature films ( Fatal 
Attraction, 9 1/2 Weeks ) are re-

New York City Ballet in Berkeley 

Escape from New York

he New York City Ballet’s 
first visit in a dozen years to 
It Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall 
included a performance of 
George Balanchine’s Agon. This is 
the 1957 work to a severe Stravin¬ 
sky score that crystallized all the 
cruel, mechanistic idealism of 
Balanchine’s art. Agon is incredi¬ 
bly fast, hard to count, and diffi¬ 
cult to dance. In the wrong hands 
it can seem cold and repellent, 
even anti-human. It is not in the 
wrong hands here. 

Agon opens with four boys fac¬ 
ing upstage, their glutes bulging 
through tight black practice 
clothes. I doubt if Mr. B ever saw 
four butts that alluring in his 
time, when men in dance were 
virile but oddly shaped (like the 
admirable Eddie Villella) or skin¬ 
ny-wimpy. The ballet ends the 
same way, with the guys turning 
away from us after a series of 
French 17th-century dances that 
look as modern as tomorrow and 
include a pas de deux (sweaty Jock 
Soto and lean, mean Wendy Whe¬ 
lan) that you wouldn’t find chilly 
if you were blind and naked. 

However, being deaf might 


have been advisable last Tuesday 
night where, in front of a gala 
black-tie crowd that included 
such musical luminaries as con¬ 
ductor Kent Nagano and compos¬ 
er John Adams, City Ballet’s own 
traveling orchestra made a hash of 
Stravinsky. I hadn’t checked my 
program and was praying it was¬ 
n’t Nagano’s Berkeley Symphony 
playing modern music with ex¬ 
actly the kind of scratchy, awk¬ 
ward squeaking and blipping that 
makes people hate contemporary 
scores. 

They played the opening piece, 
Bach’s Double Violin Concerto in 
D, just as badly, with poor ensem¬ 
ble and out-of-tune soloing. 
Denis de Coteau and his San 
Francisco Ballet Orchestra, which 
has both Agon and Concerto 
Barocco in its repertoire, has 
spoiled us for lesser music-mak¬ 
ing. I can’t imagine Mr. B, whose 
signature line was “If you don’t 
like the dance, close your eyes and 
listen to the music,” wanting to 
listen to these performances, even 
if they were played at 
one-and-a-half times the speed 
that S.F. Ballet takes them. 

Precision and velocity 

Speed, of course, is the hall¬ 


mark of Balanchine’s style and, 
while the company he co-found- 
ed doesn’t look exactly as it used 
to — we’ve already commented 
on the hunkier guys; the 
pin-headed girls seem to be gone 
as well -— they still amaze with 
their precision and velocity. It’s 
hard for me to watch Concerto 
Barocco after laughing myself silly 
at the Trocadero’s satirical ver¬ 
sion. The current NYCB dancers 
don’t quite make those complicat¬ 
ed daisy chains sharp enough but, 
for someone who hated Balan¬ 
chine for years because all I knew 
was the slow, turgid version per¬ 
formed by pre-Helgi Tomasson 
SFB, watching NYCB’s uniform 
corps work and the briskly stab¬ 
bing legs of the lead girls was pure 
pleasure. 

In Jerome Robbins’ Other 
Dances (Chopin piano music 
played on stage by Cameron 
Grant) the ghosts of Natalia 
Makarova and Mikhail Barysh¬ 
nikov, for whom Robbins made 
the piece in 1976, linger over its 
Eastern European flexed feet and 
hands-behind-the-head, a la Ray- 
monda. Kyra Nichols, Berkeley- 
born and now one of NYCB’s es¬ 
tablished divas, is not Makarova, 
but she has her own elegant, 
throw-away charm, beautifully 
stretched feet, and a seductive, 
mature partnership with Damian 
Woetzel. He tended to mug a bit, 
but his serial maneuvers were 
spectacular. 

Given how badly the orchestra 
played the Bach and Stravinsky, I 
was agreeably surprised with its 
performance of John Adams’ 
Fearful Symmetries, a piece that 
was made for dance, full of exhil¬ 
arating rhythms and pulsing en¬ 
ergy. It’s also the kind of score that 
denies the “minimalist” tag. There 
hasn’t been anything austere or 
minimal about Adams’ music in 
years; his recent chamber pieces 
are rich in allusion, rhythmic in¬ 
terest, and genuine melody. 

The problem with this version 
of Fearful Symmetries is Peter 
Martins’ utterly forgettable chore¬ 
ography. I’d be hard-pressed to re¬ 
member a single sequence after 
one viewing. Unlike Mark Morris, 
whose musical logic imprints 
whole paragraphs of movement 
on your memory, Martins’ work is 
smoothly utilitarian but could 
just as easily be danced to some 
other score. Still, he does provide 
audience-pleasing enchainements 
for his dancers. If you are not a 
genius, that may be enough. ▼

Taking on the 
masterpieces 

Ballet Preljocaj's San Francisco debut

0 , everal years ago, the Lyon 
Opera Ballet brought An- 

4 ■ gelin Preljocaj’s Romeo et 
Juliette to Zellerbach Hall in 
Berkeley. His completely non-tra- 
ditional rendering of this ballet 
classic was nothing short of ab¬ 
solutely brilliant, and I have 
mulled over many aspects of that 
production since. 

Having had neither the time 
nor money (single mother in the 
arts, need I say more?) to catch 
Preljocaj’s own company per¬ 
forming in New York or Europe, I 
am very excited about Ballet 
Preljocaj’s upcoming San Francis¬ 
co debut, October 1-3 at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts. 

Two of the three pieces that 
will be danced here by the com¬ 
pany, Noces and Le Spectre de la 
Rose, are from his Hommage aux 
Ballets Russes. In 1989, Preljocaj 
choreographed his own version 
of Les Noces, originally set by Bro¬ 
nislava Nijinska in 1923 to the 
Stravinsky score with sets and 
costumes by Gontcharova. Due to 
his success with it and his own 
growing reputation with his own 
work, Preljocaj was commis¬ 
sioned in 1993 by the Opera de 
Paris-Palais Gamier to revisit two 
more works from the Diaghilev 
period, Parade (music by Satie, 
sets and costumes by Picasso, 
choreography by Massine) and Le 
Spectre de la Rose (von 
Weber/Bakst/Fokine). More re¬ 
cently, in 1995, he choreographed 
his own version of VOiseau de 
Feu (Stravinsky/Golovine/ 
Fokine) for the Munich Ballet. To 
take on the reworking of more 
than one of the greatest collabo¬ 
rations of the 20th century can 
only be madness or genius. For¬ 
tunately, it proved to be the latter. 

Born to emigres 

In 1957, Angelin Preljocaj was 
born in France to Albanian emi¬ 
gre parents, who fled the Hoxha 
regime after being labeled as dis¬ 
sidents. He trained to be a classi¬ 
cal dancer in Paris before he “dis¬ 
covered” modern dance and stud¬ 
ied with Karin Waehner, a Ger¬ 
man Expressionist dancer, at the 
Schola Cantorum. Enthralled 
after watching Merce Cunning¬ 
ham’s company perform in a se¬ 
ries of free concerts at the Pom¬ 
pidou Centre, he went to New 
York in 1980, where he trained at 
the Cunningham School. He 
couldn’t afford to stay more than 
a few months, but when he re¬ 
turned to France he sought out 
former Cunningham dancer 
Viola Farber at the National Cen¬ 
tre for Contemporary Dance in 
Angers. He danced in Dominique 
Bagouet’s company for several 
years, then left to form his own 
company in December 1984. A 
few months later in March 1985, 
he entered his first work, Marche 
noir, in the International Bagno- 
let Dance Competition, and won 
the Ministry of Culture Prize. 

From that auspicious begin¬ 
ning 14 years ago, the Ballet 
Preljocaj has grown from three to 
twenty-four dancers and since 
1996 has a permanent home in 
Aix-en-Provence, after stints in 
Champigny-sur-Marne and 
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Members of Ballet Preljocaj in Les Noces.

Then I turned these thoughts 
to the performance I’d just seen 
and filtered my analysis through 
this lens. 

I saw Fault the first time it was 
presented in November 1996 at 
Zellerbaeh Playhouse in Berkeley. 
The piece was the culmination of 
a three-year residency at UC 
Berkeley and UC Berkeley’s Cen¬ 
ter for Theater Arts. Jenkins as¬ 
sembled professors and graduate 
students from the fields of physics, 
geology, Eastern European politi¬ 
cal history, African American 
studies, English literature, and 
dance for a series of seminars that 
focused on “fault” as a metaphor, 
from the geophysical through the 
emotional. The ensuing dialogue 
of ideas from the academicians 
and the choreography from the 
company dancers demonstrated 
the translation of intellectual con¬ 
cepts into complex choreographic 
structures. 

From the Berkeley premiere I 
could only remember: Ellie Klopp 
did a beautiful solo; Jon Konetski, 
previously a ballet dancer, moved 
better than anyone else as he de¬ 
voured the entire stage with his 
dancing; and the dress I wore. The 
production left me feeling deeply 
embarrassed for all the collabora¬ 
tors: choreographers Jenkins and 
Klopp, composers Alvin Curran 
(tape) and David Lang (score for 
live performance by the seven- 
player Paul Dresher Ensemble), 
text and narrative structure cre¬ 
ator Michael Palmer, costume de¬ 
signer Beaver Bauer, and stage de¬ 
signer David Welle. Other audi¬ 
ence members I knew were equal¬ 
ly unimpressed. Somehow the 
piece had failed to gel. It lacked co¬ 
herency and structure. The vocab¬ 
ulary of movement seemed too 
limited, too predictable, a mish¬ 
mash of recycled generic modern 
dance phrases. Even the music ir¬ 


ritated me. Perhaps it was a case of 
having too many choices, a wide- 
open terrain, that instead of giving 
freedom, turned out to be a liabil¬ 
ity. I actually dreaded coming to 
review Fault two years later. 

The good news is that the piece 
has come a long way. What was 
once a bunch of ideas that re¬ 
mained too amorphous has now 
evolved into a solid discernible 
form. 

Push me, pull me 

The opening of Fault is a lone 
woman dancing in silence against 
projections of geologic strata 
across the back of the stage and 
onto a suspended rectangle. The 
music begins, and she is joined by 
two more women. Gradually, 
more dancers are introduced, 
until the full company of nine is 
‘ on stage. Many groupings and re¬ 
groupings, interspersings of uni¬ 
son movement: a playful section 
of dancers entering and exiting 
stage left, sometimes alone, some¬ 
times as partners pushing and 
pulling. Several times the atmos¬ 
phere abruptly changes, as does 
the music. At last, the idea of 
“fault” has been conveyed 
through both the choreography 
itself and the structure of the 
composition. Even the music re¬ 
flected this successfully. 

During the intermission, talk¬ 
ing with friends who had also 
seen the original version, every¬ 
one agreed that this end result was 
much more cohesive. But they 
also remarked that it seemed dif¬ 
ferent in a lot of ways, though 
none of us could remember the 
previous one clearly enough to be 
able to put a finger on it. I did 
mention Ellie Klopp’s solo, and a 
woman said she missed it, too. 

The second section of the 
piece seems more introspective 
and personal. There is more ten¬ 
derness in the duets, but also a 
quiet tension. The music, like the 
choreography, is more obviously 
weaving in and out, an exciting 


electronic pizzicato, then a shim¬ 
mering like a gamelan, ambient 
sounds of a billiard game, more 
gamelan. The dancers have a 
reprise, as variations in a different 
key, of the entrances-and-exits 
section from the first half. The 
final duet with a third dancer 
downstage, to a haunting har¬ 
monica sound, finishes in a beau¬ 
tiful cantilevered pose silhouetted 
against a projection suggesting an 
open geode. 

Now I’ll come back to the no¬ 
tion of possibilities. With a com¬ 
pany of accomplished dancers, 
why does approximately half the 
choreography consist of running, 
mostly with the arms hanging? 
Paul Taylor’s Esplanade is an en¬ 
tire dance (not evening) about 
running, but when performed at 
the highest level, it is a revelation 
of just how many ways there are 
to run. The rest of the movement 
vocabulary in Fault is serviceable, 
it gets the job done, but what 
about searching for that some¬ 
thing new which is breathtaking 
or terrifying or exhilarating? Or 
so unusual that you can’t quite be¬ 
lieve what you’ve seen? Or search¬ 
ing for the permutations and 
combinations of several relatively 
simple steps that present a formu¬ 
la for creating even more permu¬ 
tations and combinations in your 
mind? For me, dance needs to be 
an ongoing process between the 
dancer and the choreography. 
Even the old classical ballets be¬ 
come interesting again when per¬ 
formed by those seeking to find 
their own personal meaning in 
the steps. Even in the age of high 
technology, it is acknowledged 
that the human brain is far more 
sophisticated and able to integrate 
many more systems of knowledge 
and experience than a computer 
is capable of doing. Let’s not allow 
the body to become just another 
limited machine, following simple 
programming. It is still the in¬ 
strument of that amazingly in¬ 
ventive mind! T

H he corporate workplace — 
the last bastion of survival of 
the fittest, the sleaziest, the 
most obsequious, or any combi¬ 
nation thereof. Unconditional 
Theatre Company’s newest pro¬ 
duction, Below the Belt, takes the 
audience to the scorched earth of 
the workplace, literally, in its 
site-specific production. Director 
John Warren took a moment out 
of a busy schedule to enthuse 
about the play and the company. 
“The play takes place in a desert 
compound, and we wanted to 
find a way to surround the audi¬ 
ence with the setting while oper¬ 
ating on a shoestring budget. We 
found the ideal spot in a 
rubble-strewn lot across from 
City Hall. The action happens all 
around the audience. The lot is 
below ground, so that the actors 
are literally looking for a way up 
and out.” In this case, the corpo¬ 
rate ladder is no metaphor. The 
audience is encouraged to dress 
for the great outdoors. Although 
a tarp will be provided for seating, 
you may want to bring a cushion 
or blanket. Below the Belt runs 
through October 24 at 165 Grove, 
between Van Ness and Polk. 

In addition to its fully staged 
productions, Unconditional The¬ 
atre Company sponsors a month¬ 
ly play reading series. Actors and 
non-actors alike are invited to 
drop in at 1448 La Playa Street, 
near Judah, on the first Sunday of 
every month to read and discuss 
the evening’s selected play.

Eine Kleine Nacht... 

If you attend services at the 
Metropolitan Community Church 
(150 Eureka), you are probably fa¬ 
miliar with two of its soloists: the 
baritone with the shaved head and 
the red-haired soprano. It turns 
out that those two singers have ac¬ 
tual names, Kent Brintnall and 
Jean Taylor, and they sing more 
than church music. Jean Taylor is 
also the author of the very enter¬ 
taining Maggie Garrett mysteries 


(We Know Where You Live, The 
Last of Her Lies), so of course, I 
was mad to know whether she was 
a writer who sings or a singer who 
novs. Both, as it turns out. “I’m a 
proofreader at a law firm,” she ex¬ 
plains, cursed or blessed “with lots 
of skills that pay nothing.” Taylor 
decided to sing something other 
than church music for a change, 
and the result is A Little Night of 
Music: Berlin, Gershwin, 

Porter, Sondheim, & 
more, a fundraiser for 
MCC that will feature 
Taylor and Brintnall 
singing duets and solos 
written by the masters 
of the American musical 
theatre. “Singing is a 
wonderful, ten¬ 
sion-releasing ac¬ 
tivity,” Taylor says. 

I expect that’s true 
for the listener as well. Tickets are 
just ten bucks, and for that you get 
to hear great singing and wonder¬ 
ful songs, all the while supporting 
an organization that’s been there 
for us and withTis all along. The 
show is October 3 at 8 p.m. Call

Those that can... 

We forget, sometimes, that Con¬ 
servatory is A.C.T.’s middle name. Its 
Advanced Training Program is mov¬ 
ing from a two-year certificate to a 
three-year MFA, with public perfor¬ 
mances by the third-year students as 
a vital part of their professional 
training. Melissa Smith is the Direc¬ 
tor of the Conservatory, and a brief 


conversation with her made me long 
to sign up myself; her enthusiasm for 
her students and the work of the 
school is so infectious. The decision 
to add the third year came as the re¬ 
sult of competition with the gradu¬ 
ates of other schools. “We’re ranked 
in the top ten in the country,” Smith 
explains, “but our students were at a 
disadvantage auditioning with ac¬ 
tors who had three years of training 
as opposed to two. Now 
we can focus on class- 
work and technique in 
the first two years, and 
public performance in 
the third.” 

Students spend time 
acting in front of their 
classmates, who will 
laugh with and 
applaud for their 
friends regardless 
of their actual 
skill, so performing in front of an 
audience of strangers is a real test 
of an actor’s ability. Nicky Silver’s 
absurdist tragicomedy, Raised in 
Captivity, was selected because the 
actors involved “all have comic 
ability and big hearts, just the right 
combination for Silver’s very 
funny play.” Smith has seen the re¬ 
sults of the third year of training: 
“I don’t think of them as students 
any more; they are young profes¬ 
sional actors.” Don’t miss this op¬ 
portunity to see the actors who 
will command much higher ticket 
prices in the years to come. Raised 
in Captivity runs through October 
17 at Magic Theatre, Fort Mason. 
Tickets are just $10. Call 749-2228.

MTT drives SF Symphony ever onward 


New World Jazz — Michael Tiison Thomas with (Slew World Sym¬ 
phony (RCA Victor Red Seal) 

Jft s if to prove my point about MTT’s inexhaustible dynamism, 
this new compact disc reflects his work when he is away from 
San Francisco. The New World Symphony is a Florida-based 
orchestral academy comprised of gifted conservatory and music 
school graduates on their way to leadership careers with ensembles 
around the world. 

New World Jazz is a tasty collection of modern pieces by some 
musical heavy-hitters. Only John Adams and David Raksin are still 
alive, but most of the selections sound incredibly fresh, and some 
of these breezy little masterpieces belong in every collection. If you 
don’t have Darius Milhaud’s La Creation du Monde yet, here’s a 
chance to hear MTT’s amusing and definitive take. 

The Adams piece is slight and Hindemith’s Ragtime is un¬ 
charming, but Leonard Bernstein’s Prelude, Fugue and Riffs is on 
fire, and Stravinsky’s amazing Ebony Concerto manages to swing 
even while it conjures up images from The Rite of Spring. Natural¬ 
ly, Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue stars MTT on keyboard. 

The double-disc MTT/Gershwin set is also available now, but I 
don’t want to overdose during the centennial year, and New World 
Jazz is, like Gershwi n, lejazz hot. ▼

cisco with an obvious game plan 
and boundless enthusiasm. His 
orchestra continues to grow, and 
longstanding problems are im¬ 
proving; there will even be a new 
concertmaster under Tiison 
Thomas. 

The first week of the 1998-99 
season was essential MTT. Amer¬ 
ican composers played back to 
back with the great Europeans 
and, if results were variable, in 
some cases they approached exal¬ 
tation. 

It was disappointing to miss 
works by Henry Cowell and 
Charles Ives that had been sched¬ 
uled for some performances. 
These were replaced by Alban 
Berg’s massive (as in dense) Three 
Pieces for Orchestra on the night 
I attended. Fully appreciative of 
Berg’s genius and the appropri¬ 
ateness of the billing, I would still 
rather savor some of MTT’s rarer 
specialties. The Berg was mightily 
impressive, however, and it* al¬ 


lowed for insightful comparison 
to Mahler’s earthshaking First 
Symphony. 

Tiison Thomas opened with a 
brief and interesting description 
of the Three Pieces, suggesting 
they followed a direction Mahler 
might have understood as in¬ 
evitable. There is plenty of audi¬ 
ble proof in the score. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the string players could not 
keep up with Berg’s orchestration, 
and it was surprising to note how 
MTT let them be swamped. It 
made the performance sound 
brass-heavy and ponderous. It 
was reported later that Isaac Stern 
told Tiison Thomas the SFS 
strings would sound richer in 
Carnegie Hall. “No duh!,” but the 
Berg wasn’t on the traveling menu 
and Davies Hall’s dry acoustic 
takes the bloom off the violins. 

Knoxville summer 

Soprano Heidi Grant Murphy, 
filling in for a canceling Sylvia 
McNair, gamely took her place at 
center stage to sing Samuel Bar¬ 
ber’s lovely Knoxville: Summer of 
1915. Coming hard on the heels of 
the heavy Berg Pieces, the wistful 
setting of words by James Agee 
sounded wan. Grant Murphy is a 
sort of a budget version of Dawn 
Upshaw; though she has the right 
sort of voice, there is little power 
behind it. When the orchestra 
swelled during the emotional cen¬ 
tral section, her words were in¬ 
audible.

We need our rock stars 


New albums by Hole and Marilyn Manson

emember a time when rock 

;>• stars looked and acted like, 
well... rock stars? Then 
something happened in the early 
’90s — grunge rock, mostly — 
and suddenly, rock stars started 
looking like normal, everyday 
people. Amongst the indie-rock 
crowd, this was all about “keeping 
it real.” The schtick went some¬ 
thing like this: these musicians 
were real people, and didn’t want 
their image or stage antics to 
overshadow the importance of 
their music. And for a time, this 
high-minded concept worked. In 
fact, it was actually a refreshing 
change from the overblown cult 
of personality that rock stars had 
become. 

In the end, however, let’s face 
it: Faceless rock bands and per¬ 
sonality-challenged pop stars are 
boring. Case in point: can you re¬ 
ally tell the difference between 
Semisonic, matchbox 20, and the 
Wallflowers? That’s why it’s nice 
to know that there are bands out 
there like Hole and Marilyn Man- 
son, reminding us just how 
provocative and obnoxious rock 
stars are supposed to be. 

Hole’s Celebrity Skin and Mar¬ 
ilyn Manson’s Mechanical Animals 
were both released last month 
within a week of each other, prac¬ 
tically inviting comparison and 
contrast. After all, both albums 
had significant advance buzz and 
were anxiously awaited. Both were 
produced by Michael Beinhorn, a 
notorious perfectionist who also 
helmed the knobs for Soundgar- 
den’s breakthrough album, Supe¬ 
runknown. And of course, both 
feature extremely outspoken lead 
singers, perhaps known more for 
their colorful personalities than 
for their actual music. 

But the comparisons don’t end 
there. Hole and Marilyn Manson 
have both taken remarkable steps 
forward in . their respective 
sounds, in a seeming bid for 
greater accessibility. Certainly, 
songwriting chops have improved 
greatly, and there are undeniable 
pop songs, with killer hooks and 
hummable choruses, on both 
records. The raw abrasiveness of 
both Hole’s Live Through This 
(1994) and Marilyn Manson’s An¬ 
tichrist Superstar (1996) has been 
glossed over, with Beinhorn 
smoothing down the rough edges, 
and imbuing both records with a 
polished sheen. 

This is not to say that either 
band has wimped out — al¬ 
though Hole has certainly lost a

bit of their hit-you-over-the-head 
sonic impact, and Marilyn Man- 
son is certain to lose a few teenage 
headbanger fans. But glittery glam 
rock elements permeate both 
records, especially lyrically, with 
both lead singer/lyricists Court¬ 
ney Love and Marilyn Manson 
exploring similar themes of fame, 
corruption, power, and alienation. 

Love transformation 

“Oh, make me over; I’m all I 
want to be, a walking study in de¬ 
monology,” sings Love in the 
opening line of the title track and 
first single on Celebrity Skin. The 
lyric is seemingly self-referential, 
making light of Love’s well-publi¬ 
cized transformation from 
grunge-punk-junkie to glam¬ 
orous Hollywood celebrity. Other 
juicy lines alluding to Love’s per¬ 
sonal life abound, but those look¬ 
ing for explicit autobiographical 
details will be disappointed in the 
deliberate vagueness of the lyrics. 
Certainly, people will be searching 
for references to Love’s late hus¬ 
band, Kurt Cobain, since this is 
the first Hole album recorded 
since the Nirvana singer’s suicide. 
And while Love continually refers 
to “the boy” in her lyrics, if it’s 
Kurt, she’s not saying. 

Though Marilyn Manson’s 
lyrics seem less confessional, 


they’re still rife with elements ob¬ 
viously culled from Manson’s 
public life, most notably his clash¬ 
es with the Religious Right, who 
aren’t going to be too happy with 
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Certainly not. If it seems that way, 
it’s completely unintentional. 

Your novel, unlike many by queer 
writers these days, treats sex and 
romance very delicately, with a 
sweetness and (almost) innocence 
that stands in stark contrast to the 
graphic sleaze and jadedness of 
the drugs and violence. Did you 
consciously avoid getting graph¬ 
ic/sleazy/jaded in the sex/romance 
area?

Eddie Beverage explodes minds with '200 Beats per Minute'

I As far as the sex goes, I didn’t 
| want to risk losing straight read¬ 
ers with graphic gay 
sex. I just didn’t feel it 
was necessary to tell 
the story. 

As for the romance, 
I suppose the sweet¬ 
ness comes from per¬ 
sonal experience. 
Though it was short¬ 
lived (about 3 months), 
my first gay relationship 
(and first love) was a 
very positive experience 
for me. Nothing’s ever 
easy in the end, but while 
it lasted there was a lot of 
mutual respect, affection 
and love between us. 


At one point in the book 
Danny obsesses over 
Travis during a rave, say¬ 
ing to himself, "Man, am I 
queer as a football bat, or 
what?" So, Eddie, is this 
your coming out story? 


I suppose in a way it is my 
coming out story. I am gay, 
though I was “socialized” 
into sleeping with women 
for many years. 1 didn’t come 
out until I was 23, and I hon¬ 
estly feel I would have come 
out much sooner if it hadn’t been 
for all the partying and carrying 
on I was doing. Basically the book 
says that if you’re experimenting 
with drugs, make sure there’s not 
other issues in your life that you’re 
avoiding. 


Who did you have in mind reading 
this when you were writing it? 

And who, as far as you can tell, 
has been reading it? 


I wrote 200 BPM with a younger 
audience in mind. It was my hope 
that 200 BPM might bring some 
of the new generation back to (or 
introduce them to) books and 
reading, by speaking to them in a 
language that they could under¬ 
stand and relate to. 

I’ve been very pleased to find 
an older audience enjoying it as 
well. A friend of mine’s mother 
liked it. She was very involved in 
the counterculture movement 
back in the ’60s and drew a lot of 
parallels to rave culture. My aunt 
is in her mid-60s and loved it. 
She’s a lesbian and related to the 
coming out aspect. Response 
from the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity has been the strongest so far. 


The book portrays rampant drug 
use and random, casual violence 
going hand in hand in the rave 
scene. Certainly the lives of your 
little crew seem squalid, re¬ 
deemed only by the budding ro¬ 
mance between the two queer 
characters and the prospect of 
their going on to bigger and bet¬ 
ter things. Has the rave scene 
you've known in fact been perme¬ 
ated by drug abuse and violence? 


I try to make a clear distinction at 
least twice in the book that drug 
abuse and violence are symptoms 
of larger societal problems, not of 
rave culture. I think that’s very 
important. The rave scene gets a 
bad rap as it is. I do not want to 
perpetuate that. 

Having said that, it is impor¬ 
tant to note that 200 BPM does 
not take place during the house 
music renaissance that you hear 
so much about when the media 
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Of all your characters, the two 
relatively sane, relatively respon¬ 
sible, relatively intelligent ones 
happen to be budding queers. 
Does this reflect a bias against 
breeders? 


I heir names are Danny, 
Travis, Poo, Chad, and 
ill Jason, and they’re a tight 
crew of stoner fuck-up raver teens 
coming of age in the electronic 
music capital of America, Orlan¬ 
do, Florida, where DJs are gods. 
They party hard and get in plenty 
of trouble while tripping their 
brains out on LSD, ecstasy, mush¬ 
rooms, and weed one wild week¬ 
end before Danny and Travis go 
off to college, leaving their loser 
friends behind. They speak an ob¬ 
scure lingo of “phat beats” and 
jungle versus trance versus deep 
house. They espouse the ideals of 
P.L.U.R. — Peace, Love, Unity, 
and Respect, the ostensible phi¬ 
losophy of the rave culture, which 
is getting blown all to hell because 
of crappy drugs and bashing by 
the mainstream media. 

Amid the chaos of all-night 
parties, drug deals gone sour, and 
repeated forays into violence, a 
surprisingly tender romance 
builds between Danny, the 
philosopher-poet, narrator, and 
“father” figure of the bunch, and 
Travis, the group’s conscience. 

These characters are exagger¬ 
ated symbols of America’s break¬ 
beat generation, those who wor¬ 
ship rapid-fire electronic sounds, 
and their coming-of-age and 
coming-out stories are given a 
raw, uneven, yet at times hilarious 
treatment in 26-year-old author 
Eddie Beverage’s 200 Beats per 
Minute. Readers who can get past 
the book’s self-indulgent, hand¬ 
written poetry (interspersed 
throughout the prose), sopho- 
moric philosophizing, and sloppy 
editing will benefit from Bever- 


Most of the characters and events 
are fictional or loosely based in re¬ 
ality, but Danny’s thoughts are 
very much my own. 200 BPM 
started off as a series of personal 
reflections on love, life, religion, 
music, sexuality and pop culture. 
It was never intended to be a plot- 
driven novel. My intention was to 
blow up people’s minds with po¬ 
etry and techno beats and neurot¬ 
ic chitter chatter, and then break 
it all down with a little humorous 
commentary on the in(s)anity of 
it all. It’s admittedly a very ran¬ 
dom book. Very chaotic. But that’s 
how our generation lives. How we 
think. The title, 200 Beats per 
Minute, most obviously repre¬ 
sents the speed of music, but it 
also represents the pace of life for 
kids these days, and on yet anoth¬ 
er level, the speed at which infor¬ 
mation is moving. Information is 
a double-edged sword. Kids are 
making adult decisions sooner, 
coming of age quicker, and feeling 
a flood of pressure to keep up. 

Is the dialect you use characteris¬ 
tic among your own friends? 

Yes, that’s pretty much the way the 
crew I run with speaks. It’s funny 
you ask that, because I had to go 
back and chop a lot of “bro’s” and 
“dudes.” Definitely it wasn’t pain¬ 
staking work constructing the di¬ 
alect. What’s difficult is writing a 
character who doesn’t speak like 
that!

age’s wit and insights, getting a 
feel for the peculiar anxieties and 
urges that percolate through the 
rave crowd.

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The boy’s own story

The Boy, by Naeem Murr, 
Houghton Mifflin Company, $22 

' ent boys turn up here and 
there, as they will, in The 

1:, Boy. Young, very young 
runaways mostly, they’re like the 
kids of Lord of the Flies who have 
reached shaving, if not voting, 
age. Refugees of domestic hor¬ 
rors, they’re both sad and pathet¬ 
ic. But like the boys of Flies, they 
have their Lord, the potent title 
character of Naeem Murr’s bril¬ 
liant debut novel. 

Murr, who has taken the trou¬ 
ble to get everything right in this 
penetrating portrait of the 
abused child as Nietzschean su¬ 
perhero as well as sociological ar¬ 
chetype, has found exactly the 
right title for his book about a 
magnetic figure the other charac¬ 
ters call by an array of different 
names. Archetypally, it’s the 
crowning achievement of the cre¬ 
ator to name that which he’s 
made, and it’s a reflection of 
Murr’s resourcefulness as a writer 
that he’s found a name for virtu¬ 
ally every aspect of his complex, 
multifaceted subject and arrived 
at a narrator’s voice strong, clean 
and clear enough to see “the boy” 
behind the names. He’s able to 
mesmerize his readers with him. 

“Hover above him,” that voice 
invites the reader early on, “the 
boy on the bed, slender, naked, 
pale, sluiced with sweat, lying on 
his right side [his body’s position 
on the bed then described with a 
cartographer’s specificity]. A kind 
of calligraphy, a glyph, but inde¬ 
cipherable, for hanging above him 
as you are, if you do not desire 
him, you do not see him. Only if 
you’ve had that lover who’s had 
you by the root do you see him. 

But there’s more. “A small 
mouth (never more than a 
taste),” the ensuing physical de¬ 
scription adds, “its lips of such 
exquisite definition that in seeing 
them one can feel their impress. 
These lips could not be more 
evolved. Lips of stone. They are 
an end.... Perhaps I’m describing 
my lost lover, the one remem¬ 
bered in my skin. Or her. Or 
him.” 

Perhaps. Yet there’s a story, a 
powerful one that seizes the read¬ 
er even though it’s not told lin¬ 
early and in fact is a dense tapes¬ 
try of narrative overlays told by 
various characters, each in a dis¬ 
tinct and distinctive voice, as well 
as by an overseeing storyteller 
who’s not outside the story but, 
rather literally, “hovering” above 
it. At the core, it’s the boy’s own 
story, but that comes wrapped in 
an account of the search for him 
by Sean Hennessey, the last of the 
abused boy’s foster fathers and, 
depending on your point of view 
or where you are in the story, ei¬ 
ther the best or the worst of them. 

Scouring England 

After the deaths of his two 
natural-born children, deaths in

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Thankfully, there were no seri¬ 
ous problems on the second half 
of the bill, and Tilson Thomas 
took full advantage in furthering 
his growing reputation as a 
Mahler interpreter of real stature. 
The performance of the First 
Symphony was beautifully pre¬ 
pared, and old tendencies to dwell 


which the boy definitely 
played a part but may or 
may not have caused, 
and his subsequent 
abandonment by his 
wife, Sean scours Eng¬ 
land in search of the 
boy with whom his 
personal fate is en¬ 
twined. What only he 
and the boy know is 
that he may in fact be 
the boy’s birth father 
come later to be his 
foster father. A social 
worker with perfec¬ 
tionist political ambi¬ 
tions, Sean destroyed 
both his family and 
his promising per¬ 
sonal and political 
future by succumb¬ 
ing to the allures of 
one of his clients, 

Sandra, a nympho¬ 
maniac quasi¬ 
hooker who herself is the 
product of a legacy of childhood 
sexual abuse. All too possibly, he 
fathered the boy in the process. 

Among the other things it is, 
this powerful novel is a look at the 
nexus of sexual abuse in society 
that shows up the national dis¬ 
course on Bill and Monica for the 
cartoon it is. Murr’s peek into 
Sean’s psyche after his fatal error 
in judgment reveals this: “For a 
second, looking down at the side 
of Sandra’s lovely face, her eyes 
quivering with dreams, he’d want¬ 
ed to kill her ..., to eradicate her, 
to crush her into a ball, to crush 
that ball into an atom, to burst 
that atom between his fingernails 
like a tick ... In as much as he still 
thought of himself as a good man, 
he could understand that a person 
may kill ... and not be evil, may 
kill and still even be good.” 

There’s plenty of killing and 
mauled bodies in this tense, tight¬ 
ly coiled tale, but it’s the crushed, 
damaged souls that linger longest 
in the reader’s memory. Sean’s 
daughter, who tellingly calls the 
boy Pierce and makes her appear¬ 
ances by way of diary entries in a 
highly singular voice (that, it turns 
out, may not be hers), and There¬ 
sa, a fervidly religious and perhaps 
genuinely mystic older woman 
connected with the boy’s last insti¬ 
tutional home, are characters so 
vivid I still think about them in 
my daily life, like people I just 
haven’t seen in a while. But Murr’s 
uncanny ability to enact in prose 
the way souls can bleed out of the 
leaky bags of personality, and 
mingle and blend, outstrips even 
his vivid handling of character. 

It’s Murr’s ability and willing¬ 
ness to walk into and through 
deep psychic terrain without 
flinching or cheating that set him 
apart as a writer. An award-win¬ 
ning poet and short story writer 
and a former Stegner and Scow- 
croft Fellow at Stanford, Murr has 
done that rarest of things for a 
first-time (or anytime) novelist: 
risked, and thereby given readers, 
everything. 

Midway in his account of the 
pursuit, Murr’s hovering narrator 


on a fascinating detail or overin¬ 
flate dramatic peaks were replaced 
by an eagle eye for the big picture. 
There was almost a Brucknerian 
sense of architecture as the troops 
were led to glory from the myste¬ 
rious hush of the opening pages 
to the overwhelming light of the 
finale. It was one of those jump up 
and shout moments that audi¬ 
ences live for, and it was un¬ 
leashed by the conductor who de¬ 
fines the word energy. ▼ 


makes a disclosure that 
as accurately describes the read¬ 
er’s own dissolution into this en¬ 
thralling story as it does Sean’s:

looks at Orlando. It takes place 
during the decline. I think it is just 
as important to look at the end of 
an era as it is to look at the peak 
or the origin. In 1994-95 the Or¬ 
lando rave scene bottomed out. 
Overcrowded, diluted parties. 
Dirty pills. A lot of this stemmed 
from greed. Greedy promoters 
and greedy dealers. Since then, the 
vibe around Orlando has steadily 
begun to return to normal. 
Pumping house anthems. Lots of 
love. But there were dark days. 

An incident similar to the 
scene in 200 BPM when Jason 
gets the pistol shoved in his 
mouth actually happened to me 
and some friends at a party iruny 
very own house.

Hostess 
du annee was dressed hideously 
(this is a beauty pageant, dear) in 
a series of monochromatic 
get-ups that made Martha Stew¬ 
art’s gardening clothes look 
soignee. More than sports star 
Boomer Esaison’s neck was thick 
as a plank. Vieira had to guide 
him through the cue cards. Most¬ 
ly he stood around, mouth agape, 
looking like an action figure 
whose batteries had run out. At 
least he didn’t drool. We never 
thought we’d hear ourselves 
screaming not “Show us your 
shoes!” but “Bring back Regis 
and Kathie Lee!” 

New shows to catch are few 
and far between so far, but the de¬ 
buts are still rolling out. Try 
Costello on Fox. Comic Sue 
Costello takes over for Roseanne 
as a butchy Boston working-class 
bartender. The laughs are uneven, 
but Costello is good and the sup¬ 
porting cast supports. But skip 
That 70s Show if you’re over 16 
(which begs the question: Why 
would anyone under 16 want to 
watch a show set in the ’70s?) 
Though penned by the team that 
brought us the Emmy-winning 
and always hilarious 3rd Rock 
from the Sun, this show’s needle is 
stuck annoyingly in the adoles¬ 
cent groove — or should we say 
crack (first kisses, which boy is 
getting some, and so forth). Our 
beloved was a mere babe in the 
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ferent — uplifting, authentic 
beats vs. played-out, diva house. 
The crowd is different. The vibe is 
different. Without launching into 
a long diatribe on the gay male 
aesthetic, I’ll just say they’re not 
really my thing. 

You, like others in the rave scene, 
refer to the power of the music to 
heal, to unify, to bring peace and 
love. It's quasi-religious. At the 
same time, you talk about the 
breakdown of the rave scene from 
drugs and attacks by the media 
and others. What do you feel is 
the future of the rave scene? 

I think the problem lies in rave ob¬ 
taining “scene” status. Any philoso¬ 
phy or way of life with roots in a 
“scene” is on shaky ground. Individ¬ 
uals need to define what rave means 
to them, rather than rave defining 
the individual. And live their pas¬ 
sions every day of their lives. 

.1 don’t know what the future 
holds. I like to think that a new kind 
of consciousness is taking hold, one 
where the smiles and hugs don’t 
stop at the front door of the clubs. 
Let the vibe flow out into the streets 
and into the hearts of every man, 
woman and child on the face of the 
earth. Keep smiling. And dance, 
motherfucker. Dance! T

faintest idea of what I’m going to 
say. I would not insult my public 
with a rehearsed show.” 

San Francisco, she suspects, is 
the right place to reintroduce 
Edna to America. “There is a sense 
of fun, a sense of performance 
here, and also the variety of 
human life that has made for a 
unique culture,” she said. “San 
Francisco is my son Kenny’s fa¬ 
vorite city. San Francisco and Am¬ 
sterdam. He designs all my 
clothes, and I’ve bankrolled some 
of his boutiques. He’s still looking 
for Ms. Right, but he has a lovely 


flatmate named Clifford. The 
pressures of stardom have meant 
that I’ve perhaps neglected certain 
aspects of parenting, so I have a 
very dysfunctional daughter who 
has disappeared and I’m told is 
living in the San Francisco area. If 
you read this, Valmai, please con¬ 
tact me. All is forgiven.” 

Dame Edna is aware that there 
is a sizable gay and lesbian popu¬ 
lation in San Francisco, though 
she has never gone farther in that 
direction than sharing a hotel bed 
with her Gal Friday Madge. “But I 
have the feeling that she has pro¬ 


clivities. People have said to me 
that she’s the Alice Toklas to my 
Gertrude Stein, the Sandra Bern- 
hard to my Madonna, or the Miss 
X to my Eleanor Roosevelt.” 

Dame Edna can be romantic, 
she said, but sex has never been 
high on her list. “My gynecologist 
said I could be one of those peo¬ 
ple who is a late developer, that 
the grand passion is waiting for 
me. It’s somebody I could meet 
here, but I hope it isn’t Willie 
Brown. He’s a bit of an attention 
seeker, isn’t he? Of course, I’ve 
been approached by people like 
Prince Rainier, Henry Kissinger, 
and even Leonardo DiCaprio, the 
silly little child.” 

Her appeal is so enormous that 
it sometimes humbles her. “I never 
ask what has made me the charis¬ 
matic woman that I am,” she said. 
“I believe in not analyzing but uti¬ 
lizing. When I was a little baby — 
a little ahead-of-her-time baby — 
I was given a gift, and there was 
some small print on the gift that 
said you can keep it if you give it 
away on a nightly basis in places 
like Theatre on the Square.” 

It was time to begin the jour¬ 
ney from the theater to Macy’s, 
but first Dame Edna made a stop 
at the box office to greet some 
startled ticket-buyers. Then it was 
through the hotel lobby that the 
theater shares, where a mother 
pushing a baby carriage stopped 
in her tracks. “What’s the little 
baby’s name?” asked Dame Edna, 
leaning over the infant, who soon 
began to cry. “Just think, someday 
he’ll have to blow all this out in 
therapy.” T

NBC series a few years back that 
cast Dame Edna as an imperious 
chat-show hostess who politely 
demolished her celebrity guests. 
When performances begin this 
week of Dame Edna’s Royal Tour 
at Theatre on the Square, it will be 
only the second time Edna has 
been seen in a stage show in the 
United States. 

“I performed once in New 
York years and years ago in a little 
off-off-off-off-Broadway theater, 
and I had beautiful reviews which 
all came out after I had closed be¬ 
cause I had one stinker from The 
New York Times,” Dame Edna 
said. “I don’t think you meet 
many performers drawing atten¬ 
tion to their failures, but I can be¬ 
cause I’m a very together type of 
woman. And I happen to know 
this reviewer was wrong.” 

Edna Everage was born a little 
over 40 years ago when 
Humphries was an art student at 
the University of Melbourne. The 
character, partly modeled on his 
keeping-up-appearances mother, 
was featured in his avant-garde 
college “spectacles” before becom¬ 
ing a celebrity in her own right. 
While Edna evolved from a dowdy 
housewife into the Uber-Thatcher 
of today, Humphries married four 
times, saw his finances rise and 
fall, and had a mighty battle with 
the bottle that he has openly dis¬ 
cussed in interviews. 

But those were interviews with 
Humphries, who was not avail¬ 
able on this day. With Dame 
Edna, questions are answered 
with varying degrees of fact, fic¬ 
tion, and embellishment, and it’s 
not always easy to distinguish 
which is which. 

Asked what her new show was 
like, Dame Edna replied, “I’m 
going to sing a little. I have a love¬ 
ly voice. One critic called me the 
Dawn Upshaw of Australia. So, a 
little singing, but mostly sharing 
with the audience. What I do is al¬ 
most indescribable. It’s got a lot to 
do with personal magnetism. It’s 
got a lot to do with my intense in¬ 
terest in the personalities that go 
to make up my audience. I don’t 
think of myself as an actress, and 
I certainly don’t think of myself as 
a stand-up comic. Between you 
and me, I’m a bit sick of them, all 
these law students with baseball 
hats on the wrong way talking 
dirty.” 

Maggie makeover 

Dame Edna does draw audi¬ 
ence members into the act, and 
sometimes onto the stage “if I feel 
I need to do a makeover on some¬ 
body.” One of her most successful 
makeovers, she said, was on for-

mer British Prime Minister Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher. “Her ratings were 
plummeting, and she said to me 
one evening, ‘Do a makeover on 
me, Edna,’ so I gave her advice on 
hair and clothes. She started wear¬ 
ing a modified Chanel look, and it 
changed the whole course of his¬ 
tory.” 

Unfortunately, Mrs. Thatcher 
never has seen Dame Edna in per¬ 
formance, but in London earlier 
this year Prince Charles really did 
bring his sons to an Edna perfor¬ 
mance. “They told me later that it 
was the first time they truly 
laughed since the tragic event that 
changed all their lives,” Dame 
Edna said. “It was a great compli¬ 
ment to me, and gave me a lovely 
feeling. They all came backstage 
and we had a nice cup of tea in my 
dressing room, and I thought, if 
you told me all this would happen 
when I was still a wife in Mel¬ 
bourne before I won the Lovely 
Mother Competition, you could 
have knocked me over with a 
feather.” 

The show that the royal family 
saw is not what Dame Edna is of¬ 
fering San Francisco. The first half 
of the earlier show was a musical- 
spoof biography with a support¬ 
ing cast, Humphries in several 
guises, and even a Muppet Edna. 
Dame Edna herself did not appear 
until the second act. “It was quite 
good, but people want me,” she 
said. “What you’ll see here is the 
nitty-gritty. I wish I could give 
you a clearer picture, but another 
reason I can’t is that I haven’t the

n a small Philippine province in 
1976, Alan S. Quismorio began his 
theater career by playing the lead¬ 
ing plum in a kindergarten pageant. 
He understudied the lead lemon role 
as well. Thus began a fruitful career, 
which led Quismorio to perform in 
The Cherry Orchard, and landed him 
peachy roles in The King and T and 
The Comedy of Errors. 

Why, you ask, is this remarkable? 
Well, besides being a juicy tidbit to 
lead off this column, Quismorio’s 
story might inspire those actors and 
playwrights aspiring to blossom in ca¬ 
reers sprouting from seeds planted 
early on in life. 

Today Quismorio holds a plum 
role in the local arts scene: program 
director of the Emerging Playwright 
Series, a project of the Artists Alliance 
Against AIDS (AAAA), which current¬ 
ly is housed at the Ion Sims Center for 
the Performing Arts. Quismorio at¬ 
tained his august position as a result of 
much hard work in the theater, in¬ 
cluding productions with Love Like 
This Theater that aimed to heighten 
AIDS/HIV awareness in the Asian/Pa¬ 
cific Islander community. 

Quismorio says the Emerging Play¬ 
wrights Series will provide writers 
with opportunities to grow their talent 
as they address the AIDS crisis. Their 
stories, he hopes, “will add to the ever¬ 
growing fabric that narrates the histo¬ 
ry and emotions created by the epi¬ 
demic.” 

The first offspring of the series will 
be presented to the public this coming 
Saturday when AAAA and the Sims 
Center' present a staged reading of 
“Anonymous,” a play by Michael 
McArdle. It will be the first of many 
works by contemporary artists aiming 
to present the human face of AIDS. 

I’ll forego any cute taglines about 
fruits. Just go and savor the reading. T

ingly bad the show was! Let’s just 
say that Musty Chiffon has noth¬ 
ing to worry about.

Not to belabor this Gershwin 


centennial or anything, but the 
latest in the “Red Hot” series of 
AIDS benefit CDs will hit the 
stores this week, and whaddya 
know, it’s another Gershwin trib¬ 
ute, Red Hot + Rhapsody. All the 
classics from the Gershwin song- 
book are here, only they’re cov¬ 
ered by some recording artists 
who ain’t necessarily so associat¬ 
ed with “the Gershwin groove,” 
like Luscious Jackson doing 
“I’ve Got a Crush on You,” or 
Smoke City on “They Can’t Take 
That Away From Me.” 

The disc is a mixed bag of un¬ 
likely Gershwin graftings with 
hip-hop, r&b, and other pop 
forms, and the gambit doesn’t al¬ 
ways work. When the tracks do 
click, however, like Duncan 
Sheik crooning “Embraceable 
You,”or Money Mark’s sampling 
“Peter Sellers Sings George 
Gershwin,” they are worthy addi¬ 
tions to the groaning board of 
Gershwin interpretations. We 
wouldn’t have necessarily predict¬ 
ed that Baaba Maal and “Bess, 
You Is My Woman Now” were a 
natural fit, but he does the song 
brilliantly. Then there’s David 
Bowie doing “A Foggy Day (in 
London Town)” in an arrange¬ 
ment by film composer Angelo 
Badalamenti: need we say more? 

The novelty of hearing new 
genres taking on classic standards, 
like Majestic 12’s acid-jazz/trip- 
hop “Nice Work If You Can Get 
It,” is diverting, and there are even 
two takes on “Summertime” (jazz 
flute vs. urban jam version). Ulti¬ 
mately however, George’s music 
and his little bro Ira’s words don’t 
need the fancy production. How 
can you top lyrics like the follow¬ 
ing couplet from “’S Wonderful”: 
“You’ve made my life so glam¬ 
orous, you-can’t blame me for 
feeling amorous.”

Ray guns 

Charles Ray is one of a group 
of amazing young sculptors in¬ 
cluding Anish Kapoor and 
Robert Gober whose work seems 
to be about the nature of percep¬ 
tion, rather than mere formalist 
concerns. You’d have to travel to 
the Whitney Museum in New 
York to catch Ray’s mid-career 
show (through October 11), or 
wait for it to open at the Museum 
of Contemporary Art in Los An¬ 
geles (November 15 through Feb¬ 
ruary 21); however, you can pick 
up the large-format book Scalo 
has produced which recaps Ray’s 
career thus far with plenty of full- 
color plates of the works, and in¬ 
sightful essays by editor Paul 
Schimmel and curator Lisa 
Phillips. The book can be yours 
for about the price of a shuttle 
ticket to the Southland ($45). 

Ray is not gay, but his art in¬ 
vestigates the nature of masculin¬ 
ity, among other concerns. He 
once worked as a janitor in a de¬ 
partment store, and that experi¬ 
ence informs his ingenious use of 
mannequin forms, such as Fall 
'91, a series of three outsize female 
mannequins whose power suits 
and glam outfits seem strangely 
menacing on a large scale. His 
Male Mannequin is endowed with 
anatomically correct genitals, re¬ 
portedly modeled on the artist’s 
own. But perhaps Ray’s most 
mind-blowing sculpture to date is 
Oh! Charley, Charley, Charley..., 
an orgy of nude Ray clones fuck¬ 
ing each other in a daisy chain 
which takes onanism to new 
^heights. Ray says that the finished 
work turned out “kind of sad... I 
thought it would be more sexual 
than it was somehow.” In his Scalo 
essay, Schimmel writes, “Ray 
transformed the most private of 
acts, masturbation, into what he 
regarded as a radical, contempo¬ 
rary, multifigure, public sculpture 
in the tradition of Auguste 
Rodin’s The Burghers of Calais.” 
Meat patties maybe, burghers per¬ 
haps not.

scratching on “User Friendly” and 
the female back-up singers on 
“The Speed of Pain” who sound 
borrowed from a Pink Floyd 
record.

And while they’ll undoubtedly be 
accused of glamorizing the use of 
drugs on songs such as the throb¬ 
bing first single “The Dope Show” 
(with the great lyric, “Cops and 
queers make good-looking mod¬ 
els”) and the rousing sing-along“I 
Don’t Like The Drugs (But The 
Drugs Like Me),” they actually 
don’t paint a very positive portrait 
of substance use. 

There’s been a lot of attendant 
hype surrounding Marilyn Man¬ 
son’s new “glam” look and sound. 
And granted, the Ziggy-e ra Bowie 
allusions are painfully obvious: 
Manson’s new “alien glam” image, 
the outer space references used as 
a metaphor for alienation, the bla¬ 
tant musical homage (the open¬ 
ing guitar wanks to “I Don’t Like 
The Drugs” sound suspiciously 
like Bowie’s “Fame”). However, 
the band isn’t really glam. Like 
Hole, who got the glam moniker 
thrown at them for simply mak¬ 
ing an album that wasn’t grunge, 
Marilyn Manson is the same old 
gothic industrial rock band they 
always where, but with a few 
glam-flavored twists thrown in. 

Other musical twists abound 
as well, such as the hip-hop 


drunk on apathy, you burned 
right out.” With Love’s throaty 
growl seething with anger, it’s eas¬ 
ily one of the best songs on the 
record. Elsewhere though, her 
voice sounds strained with the 
slicker, more polished songs. 
While the inclusion of slower, 
acoustic ballads such as “North¬ 
ern Star” is a nice change of pace, 
Love’s voice isn’t always up for the 
material. 

The same thing can be said for 
Manson as well, whose limited 
range hinders some of his band’s 
better songs. However, he makes 
up for it with a variety of vocal ef¬ 
fects — almost. 

But then, complaining about 
Hole and Marilyn Manson’s lead 
singers is kind of like .Bitching 
about the fags and fog in San 
Francisco. If they weren’t there, it 
wouldn’t really be the same, now 
would it? Despite their vocal 
shortcomings, Marilyn Manson 
and Courtney Love have fash¬ 
ioned themselves two of the best 
rock records of the year. And with 
their respective, larger-than-life 
“rock star” personas, it’s good to 
know that their bands can still live 
up to the hype. ▼

Chateauvallon, near Toulon. One 
of the company’s missions is to 
introduce Preljocaj’s choreogra¬ 
phy in France and abroad. At 
home, community outreach is a 
priority. Preljocaj wants to abol¬ 
ish the stereotype of ballet as elit¬ 
ist and make the local population 
aware of what he is doing. They 
have also toured extensively to 
Australia, China, Japan, South 
Korea, Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
Slovenia, Croatia, Russia, Czech 
Republic, Hungary, Macedonia, 
Albania, the Netherlands, the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Lux¬ 
embourg and the USA. This visi¬ 
bility has led to commissions for 
other companies, such as Le Parc 
for the Paris Opera Ballet, and 
Peter Martins invited Preljocaj to 
create a new work for New York 
City Ballet’s Diamond Project. 
(Having just seen NYCB perform 
in Berkeley, I would say that the 
transfusion of new choreograph¬ 
ic blood was a good idea.) 

Preljocaj’s work is noted for 
its intense physicality and sensu¬ 
ality, clarity, precision (about 
which he admits he’s a maniac), 
and exploration of new move¬ 
ment vocabulary. That he has 
been called “a thinking man’s 
choreographer” is no surprise. 
He draws on both of his mixed 
heritages, one cultural — Alban¬ 
ian and French, the other one of 
intertwining dance lineages — 
ballet, German Expressionist, 
and Cunningham techniques. He 
choreographed Noces without 
ever having seen Nijinska’s ver¬ 
sion, but had gone back to his 
Balkan roots and sought to 
translate the sense of a tradition¬ 


al bride snared by centuries-old 
customs, moving through a sort 
of wedding/funeral “towards the 
consented rape,” into modern 
terms. He also expects that “real¬ 
ly good dancers can cope with 
very different styles, just as an ex¬ 
cellent pianist can play Mozart or 
Liszt, Stravinsky or Boulez. If 
musicians are able to have this 
range, why should dancers be pi¬ 
geonholed as ‘contemporary’ or 
‘classical?’” 

Beyond rhythm 

In a telephone interview, Dani 
Leveque, dancer and choreologist 
with Ballet Preljocaj, emphasized 
that Preljocaj was extremely mu¬ 
sical, that his use of music went 
beyond the usual obvious 
rhythms, and delved into deeper 
internal rhythms which are not 
so apparent. From my own ob¬ 
servation, both in Romeo et Juli¬ 
ette and Noces (on video), I was 
struck by his unerring shaping of 
the steps through the composi¬ 
tional forms of the music. In his 
choreography, the music is not 
just an element, but a source for

’70s and sits glassy-eyed as we try 
and explain the humor.

volunteers came out early to set 
things up, and leather folk and 
their admirers arrived by the 
thousands, never letting the damp 
keep them down. Sure, the stage 
managers had to pack up the elec¬ 
tronic equipment and cancel a lot 
of live performances, but the 
party flowed on nonetheless. 

My online weather source had 
predicted sun for Sunday, but alas 
ol’ sol never materialized. I got 
more grief over printing a 
sunny prediction in last week’s 
column than I got for dishing 
Amy Marie Meek! Not to 
worry, however. The 
people came — wave 
after wave — and Fol¬ 
som Street was body-to- 
body with leatherwear, 
latex, uniforms, glis¬ 
tening skin, and col¬ 
orful freaks galore de¬ 
spite the cool-ish 
weather. Even Mr. 

Lurch, icon of the bear communi¬ 
ty, brought his pet snake out for 
some moist air. 

At the Jaguar Bookstore booth, 
a hunky Australian soccer player 
was playing coy and demure, but 
deep down he was seething with 
lust and all the passers-by gave 
him plenty of reason to feel good. 
Meanwhile, IML Tony Mills and 
that hunk Wade Neff, the hottest 
two studs on the 1999 Colt calen¬ 
der, faced a thousand or more 
cameras all day long. And they 
were only the tip of the iceburg, 
the most visible objects of desire 
in an ocean of men.

New Int’l Mr. Drummer 

But enough about the weather. 
The real news came on Saturday af¬ 
ternoon, September 26, at the 20th 
International Mr. Drummer con¬ 
test. There, a new titleholder was 
chosen. Thirty-one-year-old Herve 
Bernard of Paris, France, prevailed 
over nine other contestants to take 
the honors, becoming only the sec¬ 
ond non-American leather man to 
win the title (the other was Clive 
Platman, Mr. Australia Drum¬ 
mer, back in 1990). 

Mr. Bernard will pass on his 
Mr. Europe Drummer title 
next month at the Ams¬ 
terdam Leather Pride 
weekend, and his succes¬ 
sor will be chosen on Oc¬ 
tober 31. 

The 1st runner-up 
in the contest was Mr. 
Southeast Drummer 
Tom Stice of Atlanta, 
Georgia, while the 2nd 
runner-up was Ray Tilton, Mr. 
Northern California Drummer of 
San Francisco. The winner of the 
Golden Whip Award was Carl 
Baldwin, Mr. Mid-Atlantic 
Drummer of Washington, D.C. 

The 1998 International Drum¬ 
mer Boy, selected by the Mr. 
Drummer contestants, was Ryan 
Goldner of Philadelphia (Mid-At- 
lantic Drummer Boy), who edged 
out five other boys. In this edition 
of the contest, the Golden Boot 
Brush Award was instituted for 
the Drummer Boys, and the win¬ 
ner for the first time was Pacific 
Northwest Drummer Boy Erik 
Leiff of Seattle. 

As the emcees of the event, for¬ 
mer San Franciscan Queen 
Cougar and Int’l. Mr. Drummer 
1989 Brian Dawson proved de¬ 
lightful. The theme of this year’s 
show was “Boot Camp,” and 
Cougar and Dawson ran every¬ 
thing with precision. Everyone 
adopted the military scenario, 
with former Int’l. Mr. Drummer 
Graylin Thornton serving as the 
D.I. (drill instructor) in the open¬ 
ing sequence. 

All soldiers love a marching 
song, and this year The Leather 
Anthem, “One Common Heart¬ 
beat,” brought a standing ovation 
when performed by author Gary 
Aldrich along with Kevin Tyrell 
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and Joe Ricci. 

It was no easy task deciding on 
winners for judges Jeffrey Adler, 
Chuck Renslow, Andrew Lennox, 
John Embry, Wickie Stamps, John 
Weis and Dragon Xcalibur. They 
met with a surprising element — 
almost all the fantasies acted out 
by the contestants proved humor¬ 
ous. The ingenuity, the props, the 
music and the themes displayed 
in the fantasies roused the audi¬ 
ence into an enthusiastic uproar. 
The contestants’ one-minute 
speeches, meanwhile, centered on 
the meaning of leather to each 
person in terms of their spiritual¬ 
ity, sexuality, and other aspects of 
life. The physique displays, always 
a crowd-pleaser, centered around 
a shower scene, this time with 
Brian Dawson as the D.I. Not only 
was the whole sequence hilarious, 
but also plenty eye-appealing. The 
audience ate it up! 

When it came time for the 
stepping-down speeches, both 
outgoing Mr. Drummer Jeffrey 
Adler and Drummer Boy Dan 
Hughes contributed moments 
filled with poignancy and mean¬ 
ing. Suffice it to say they both re¬ 
ceived standing ovations after¬ 
ward. Then Supervisor Mark 
Leno brought and presented a 
proclamation from Mayor Willie 
Brown, declaring Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 26, as official Internation¬ 
al Mr. Drummer Contest Day in 
San Francisco. 

Then it was time for Interna¬ 
tional Mr. Leather Tony Mills, 
who was presented to the crowd 
to wild applause. He delivered a 
speech that stands as a landmark 
of self-revelation, with no whin¬ 
ing or self-pity but rather an affir¬ 
mation that each of us, in strug¬ 
gling with life, must recognize 
that the highs and lows are really 
just a part of living. Oh, there was 
much more, and all delivered in a 
tone of self-assurance and con¬ 
nection with reality that must be a 
part of all of us in daily life despite 
unforeseen obstacles. The delivery 
was crisp, succinct, and forth¬ 
right, and when it was over, the 
audience delivered a prolonged 
standing ovation. 

After the voting, it was up to 
Tim Wong and George Carreras 
to tally scores, leaving the Divine 
Empress Donna Sachet to com¬ 
mand the stage, holding the audi¬ 
ence in her grip as she delivered 
classic love ballads that seem to 
have a deeper impact when ap¬ 
plied to our alternative lifestyle. 

The whole show was a master¬ 
piece, attesting to the increased 
creativity of producer Cara Hanes 
and her superb crew. La Hanes 
gets better with each outing and 
even prompted the Big Kahuna of 


Leather Shows, Audrey Joseph, to 
heap accolades on this year’s pro¬ 
duction. 

Charming International Ms. 
Leather, Megan Dejarlais, in her 
first major appearance with her 
title, was well-received. Leather 
women went ga-ga over her, and 
now that she’s single, the rush is 
on from Philly to Omaha to San 
Francisco. 

Finally the moment of truth 
arrived. As always, a hush de¬ 
scended upon the Russian Center. 
Queen Cougar and Brian were 
ready, the sashes by David Samuel 
Menkes of New York were at 
hand, and the medals of victory in 
place. The audience was jubilant 
and a thousand flashbulbs cap¬ 
tured the moment. Bedlam let 
loose in the house as Bernard’s 
name was announced! 

Other doings 

Earlier in the week, there were 
so many things going on, it was 
impossible to attend them all. The 
Powerhouse 1st anniversary party 
on Tuesday held a sellout crowd, 
and Leather Buddies was packed 
to the rafters on Wednesday night. 


The Drummer Basket Auction at 
the Eagle was a smashing success, 
to the tune of $10,000 for the 
travel fund. Lenny Broberg was 
masterful in the auctioning de¬ 
partment. Another crowd mate¬ 
rialized for the Drummer press 
party at the Loading Dock on 
Thursday — the staff went over¬ 
board in making everyone wel¬ 
come. The S.F. Leather Daddies 
art auction brought in more 
money for the AIDS Emergency 
Fund, and Daddy’s wet & wild 
jockey shorts contest was just that 
and more. Unfortunately, there 
was a poor turnout for the Fetish 
& Fantasy Ball at Club Townsend. 

The SMMILE press party on 
Friday saw another packed house, 
with celebs of every stripe making 
an appearance, and the Drummer 
Last Supper roasting of Jeffrey 
Adler and Dan Hughes was a 
smash success. By Saturday morn¬ 
ing, vitamins and health additives 
were on the upswing as everyone 
struggled to keep pace with the 
whirl of parties, gatherings, 
fundraisers and the Mr. Drummer 
finals. Purely a week of madness 
and fun. T
